Letter to Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
From Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy 



HEAVY OUTLAV H HIE YEARS 



Equipment Increased to Large Extent 
and Many Other Improvements 
Mado on the System 



Winnipeg, April .17.— The text of a 
letter addressed by Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy to Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 
February last dealing with tho efforts 
mado by tho Canadian Pacific Railway 
company to meet tho rapid develop- 
ment of tho country, was made public 
today, and is as follows: 

"I saw the other day newspaper re- 
ports of .a meeting of tho Winnipeg 
board of trado, at which tho railways 
were severely criticized for their fail- 
ure to furnish cars and move traffic 
with suitable promptness, ono member 
attributing tho alleged shortage of 
cars and other facilities to the fact 
that tho transportation companies 
were filling their own coffers while 
neglecting tho country, and I believe 
similar meetings were held at other 
points and representations were made 
to tho government, so' the subject is 
likely to receive some attention in 
parliament. Therefore I feel it my 
duty to place before you some infor- 
mation that may bo of use in dealing 
with a matter of such importance to 
the business community and to tho 
transportation companies as well. Wo 
recognize to its fullest "extent the ob- 
ligation imposed upon railways com- 
panies that receive from parliament 
their charters and attendant privileges 
to servo the public truly and well, and 
!f, through any fault of their own, they 
fail to do this, they deserve the sev- 
erest criticism. 

"I do not believe there Is any dis- 
position on tho part of the Canadian 
railway companies to deny the facts. 
I think they admit they have been im- 
ablo at times to move all tho trat'fiu 
offering with a desirable degree 
promptness, because the volume at 
such times was in. excess of ' their 
facilities, and they may be properly 
asked 'why was this tho cane? Why 
havo you not the requisite facilities? 
Tho shipper must depend on you, and 
If ho has goods ready to forward it 
is your office and your duty to trans- 
port them without delay.' 
. "In the present instance tho rail- 
way company calls tho attention to tho 
abnormal development that has taken 
place in tho country during the past 
five years, a development that has re- 
sulted not only in a vast expansion of 
the traffic to be transported but has 
Increased a hundred fold the difficul- 
ty about getting men and material to 
do the . work necessary ' to unable tho 
railways to handle it. 

"Cars and locomotives were not the 
only essentials. Increased crossing 
sidings were required so that a great- 
er number of trains could bo moved 
over a given section each twenty-four 
hours. 

"Terminal yards, roundhouses, shops 
and freight houses had to be enlarged 
and additional water service to be pro 
vided. Then there was the roadbed of 
tho railway to bo strengthened and 
improved, in order that It might be 
able to bear tho strain of tho addi- 
tional tonnage that it ; required to 
carry, und a thousaiu. .id one other 
works were rendered necessary. 

"Havo our railway companies boon 
executing these works during tho past 
tivo years, or havo they, with indif- 
ference to public convenience and for 
their own increased profit, been tak- 
ing advantage of tho great augmenta- 
tion of the revenues resulting from 
these brisk conditions without spend- 
ing the necessary money to do what- 
ever lay in their power to provide the 
additional rolling stock equipment and 
tho requisite extension of their facili- 
ties to meet the situation'.' 

"I can answer for only one railway 
company. At the end of tho year 1901, 
tho Canadian Pacific company had 7 :J 2 
locomotives and 22,473 freight cars. 
At the end of 1906; live years later, 
tho company had 1,283 locomotives and 
37,407 freight cars, so that in live 
years there was an increase of 172 
locomotives and 14,994 freight cars, or 
about seventy per cent In each case, 
without taking into account tho fact 
that each locomotive and each car was 
of much greater capacity than those 
previously in service. These with the 
passenger cars and other rolling stock 
equipment purchased and built, or in 
tho process of construction at the end 
of the year, represented an expendi- 
ture approximating $28,000,000. Dur- 
ing the same five years tho outlay for 
other facilities, such as lino Improve- 
ments, shops, roundhouses and other 
works Is calculated to total $72,000, 



000, and these figures, understand, aro 
quito exclusive of $35,000,000 spent by 
tho company in those numo years for 
the construction of new linos to fur 
thcr develop tho country and for 
steamships to strengthen Canada's po 
sltion on tho Atlantic ocean. For theso 
latter purposos another class of se- 
curity is Issued, while tho cost of 
equipment and additions and improve- 
ments woro met by sale of the com- 
pany's stock, which realized more than 
its face value, and by appropriations 
from the company's cash reserves. . 

"So that during theso flvo years in 
their endeavor to meet the most grat- 
ifying growth of the company's busi- 
ness, tho .shareholders' of this company 
put back into the property cash, to 
he large amount of $72,000,000, an av- 
erage of over $14,000,000 per annum, 
or about two and a half times -tho 
sum that they had received durtngtho 
.same period In dividends on thoir 
shares. When one takes into account 
tho labor, tho material and tho organ- 
ization necessary to. judiciously expend 
such a vast sum of money in five years, 
the marvel is that so much was ac- 
complished, but more would have becii 
doiio If it were possible; Indeed sev- 
eral largo works for which money had 
been appropriated last year were car- 
ried over because of our Inability to 
get them completed: We have an or- 
der today for delivering during tho 
next four or five • months of rolling 
stock equipment to tho. value of $11,- 
S0S, 751.14, and wo. hope, to have It all 
In sorvleo before tho autumn busi- 
ness commences to move. So that you 
sco there has been no disposition on 
tho part of tho Canadian Pacific to 
shirk Its responsibilities or to fill its 
coffers to the neglect of tho country.

"It is tho realization of tho truth 
that Just a little more enthusiasm and 
the light of tho new day of universal 
peace will suddenly glorify our lives, 
that causes this congress and tho in- 
fluence that radiates from it, to bo a 
matter of such high importance. It is 



before first coming to tho round tablo 
of Tho Hague tribunal." 

After referring to the kindly feeling 
existing between the people of Can- 
ada and the United States, Earl Grey 
said in closing: "Wo stand today, 
boi.l tho Canadian and the American 
peoples, with noble origins. Our high 
traditions almost compel us to bo tho 
foremost champions of freedom and of 
Christian duty| We both roprpsont na- 
tions which have been founded on tho 
basis of self sacrifice, 

"Wo owe a duty to our fathers that 
beget us, to glvo a disinterested exam 
pie to tho world, and tho call that has 
been mado to us to co-operato In the 
cause which aims at the substitution 
of arbitration for the sword in the 
settlement of international disputes, 
Will, 1 am confident, not ho made In 
vain, in whichover sido of tho Iron 
tier wo may live, and I closo with a 
renewed expression of my hopes, not 
only as a Rhodes trustee but also In 
tho. name of the Canadian people, who 
are devoted to tho arts of peace, that 
The Hague conforenco may not be 
prorogued until it has established rule: 
which will apply to tho conduct of in- 
ternational disputes the same princi- 
ple as that which within • tho last 
month has on three occasions secured 
the industrial peace of Canada by 
averting industrial war." 

Mr. Bryce 

Ambassador Bryce said in part: 
"This is the fourth day on which able 
speakers, including some of the most 
eminent men from both sides of the 
ocean, havo been demonstrating the 
folly and wickedness of war, and the 
blessedness of peace. What is there

— Tho strike of the 
coal miners has assumed far-roaehing 
proportions, and a complete tie-up ot 
the coal mines, with tho* closing or 
partial closing of the various sme'iters 
In the province is assured. Besides 
the miners at Coleman, those at Michel, 
Pernio and Coal Creek have gone out, 
and they miners at' Prank have re- 
ceived orders to cease work. Every 
mine iif tho Crow'B Nest Pass district 
and Al'perta will have -to. close up, 
under tho orders of tho district uxecu- 
tlve of tho United Mine Workers ofi 
America. Prom 3500 to -1000 coal mine 
workers alone will bo affectod, but tho 
strike will also bo felt in many other 
quarters,' and numerous smelters wlil 
have to closo up or will bo seriously 
hampered as a result of tho lack of. 
coal. Tho Coloman, Michel, Pernio 
and Coal Creek minors were the first 
to go out, but thoy will be followed by 
tho men In Prank, Lethbridgo and 
other places. 

Tho following notice has been post- 
ed up in conspicuous places around 
the town: "All miners, mlno workers 
and other workmen are requested to 
keep away from the coal mines in 
Alberta and tho Crow's Nest Pass dis- 
trict. Dispute pending. By order, 
District Executive, United Mine Work- 
ers of America." 

No general strlko has been declared, 
but the men have for tho past few days 
been calling for thoir time and stop- 
ping work, though very few have loft 
the camps. This scheme seems to be 
general throughout the Pass, tho men 
not wishing to risk a regular strike In 
the face of the new Labor Act. 

Lewis of tho United 
Mine Workers of America will bo in 
Fernie by Thursday of this week, and 
will meet the operators on Monday, 
April 22.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE NECESSARY 

New York, April 17. — The extension 
Of suffrage to women is regarded by 
Ki:v. Anna. H. Shaw, president of the 
National American Women's Suffrage 
Association, as necessary to a speedy 
realization of- the hopes of advocates 
of universal peace. This sentiment 
was expressed by Mrs. Shaw in an 
address today before a conference of 
tho women's peace organizations held 
in connection with the national peace 
conference. Other speakers were Mrs. 
Harry Hustings, Mrs. Carrie Chapman 
Hail and others. 



At yesterday afternoon's sitting of 
tho house most of the time was occu- 
pied in tho consideration of the esti- 
mates in committee. They were com- 
pleted and only the usual formalities 
have to be complied with before sup- 
ply may bo deemed to bo granted. A 
night sitting was held, as is expected 
to bo tho rule for tho remainder ol 
tho session, and considerable busi- 
ness, more or less important In char- 
acter, was transacted. 

Game Warden's Roport 

Mr. Fulton presented the second an- 
nual report of tho provincial game 
and forest warden. It was received. 

The house then went into commit- 
tee of tho whole, with Price Ellison 
in the chair, for the consideration of 
tho estimates. 

Superannuation 

Mr. Williams} on consideration of a. 
vote for superannuation, stated that 
the principle might well bo objected to 
on the ground that any old man or 
woman who had done a life's work In 
British Columbia was just as much 
entitled to assistance as a civil ser- 
vant. He claimed that W. S. Gore 
could not justly demand superannua- 
tion providing that he had been paid 
for his services, as a proper rate, dur- 
ing the time he had been employed 
by the government. if he had not 
received sufficient remuneration then 
tho administration was to blame. 
Unjustified Attack 

Tho finance minister replied to the 
effect that he was surprised at the at- 
tack made on Mr. Gore. For upwards 
of thirty years he had been a good 
and faithful servant of the govern- 
ment and be did not think the sum 
which was asked for in his behalf was 
anything extravagant. 

Mr. Oliver wanted to know whether 
Mr. Gore had resigned at his own be- 
hest or as a result of an intimation 
that his resignation would be accept- 
able. t .. 

,Tho finance minister referred tho 
member for Delta to tho chief commis- 
sioner, adding that he could say that 
Mr. Gore had left the service with 
the confidence of tho administration 
In his integrity and character. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite did not ob- 
ject to superannuation of civil ser- 
vants, but protested against discrim- 
ination. 

Agent-General 

Mr. Oliver desired information in re- 
gard to the sum provided for the sal- 
ary of tho agent-general of British 
Columbia in London. 

The finance minister said that the 
money was used in the maintenance of 
an establishment which worked hard 
In the interests of British Columbia 
and had earned for it In the old coun- 
try a fine name as the most westerly 
province of Canada. 

Replying again lo an Inquiry from 
Mr. Oliver, it was staled by, Hon. Mr*. 
Tatlow that it Was intended to expend 
the sum of $15,000, provided for im- 
migration, in the best way possible to 
bring to British Columbia agricultural 
and domestic labor. 

A Protest 

Mr. Williams protested against the 
proposal in strong terms. Ho stated 
that tho government had gone the 
wrong way about finding out whether 
there was a shortage of labor in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Enquiries had been 
forwarded to the wrong quarters. He 
asserted that, in a few words, a farce 
had been made of tho endeavor. This 
was particularly the case in Victoria, 
where a collection of men gathered on 
tho top floor of a building and called 
the Victoria board of trade, was at 
present conducting a "farce" inquiry. 
Ho stated that it was a "secret" soci- 
ety and the only difference between 
it and a trades union was that the 
former had more "mouth." Ho said 
that ho had been in attendance at the 
inquiry and had come to the conclu- 
sion that members of the committee 
were all employers of labor. He said 
that various witnesses, employers of 
labor, had made statements in reply 
to judicious questions. A represen- 
tative of tho Trades and Labor coun- 
cil was present but he had been re- 
fused permission to question the wit- 
nesses. That kind of "gaff" went on 
record, as it stood, as an evidence of 
the requirements of the locality. He 
said that such was the only name by 
which It could be designated. It was 
worse lhan this; it was false. He 
hoped that the workingmen of Vic- 
toria would display enough common 
decency and self-respect to refuse to 
offer one iota of evidence before the 
self-appointed committee of the Vic- 
toria board of trade. He drew atten- 
tion to newsaper advertising columns, 
In support of the claim that there was 
no lack of labor, asserting that no 
demands of urgency were contained 
therein, 

The Reason 

Tin: finance minister replied that 
the reason there was no advertising 
for labor was the fact that it was 
recognized that it would be useless 
to inquire. 

Advised Investigation 

Concluding, Mr. Williams said that 
tile government, before taking any 
definite stops towards bringing Immi- 
grants to the country, should make 
careful and searching investigation. 
Mr. Mclnnis Speaks 

Mr, Mclnnis argued that the Salva- 
tion Army was not a suitable organi- 
zation to entrust with an immigra- 
tion scheme such as was contemplated. 
It was not. in touch with a desirable 
class in the old country, It was as- 
serted that there was a shortage of 
labor in Victoria, Perhaps that was 
tho case. If It was so be suggested 
that those who might be seen riding 
In automobiles should be put to work 
Government's Position 

The acting premier explained that 
last year negotiations wore opened 
with the Salvation Army for Immigra- 
tion purposes. At the same time an 
arrangement was entered into with 
the transportation companies. On 
tho strength of the latter agreement 
it was decided that the Salvation 
Army would be given a per capita al- 
lowance for all Immigrants brought to 
British Columbia. But it was found 
that the Salvation Army had been 
unable, to take up the proposal. Since 
then tho C. P, R. had reduced its 
rates and now the government was 
again in negotiation with the organi- 
zation mentioned. It had been argued 
jthat the Army was not In touch with 
a proper class. In order to ensure 
against an undesirable people being 
brought to the country the govern- 
ment had communication with tho 
different eastern provinces which had 
utilized the Salvation Army for the 



purpose of encouraging Immigration. 
Tho replies were satisfactory. Hav- 
ing succeeded in obtaining a reduc- 
tion In rates negotiations had been 
entered into with the Army. If any 
money was advanced to aid the move- 
ment it would bo by way of a loan, 
repayable to the province. 

Socialist Leader 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite said that the 
government was doing its duty. Ho 
called attention to tho bounty offered 
for immigrants, referring to it as an 
allowance of $3 "per acalp." In his 
opinion this action was no more dis- 
reputable than that of a government 
which had offered Indians a bounty 
for tho heads of wdiito opponents. He 
also asked the finance minister to be 
careful that Commissioner Coombes 
did not place the $15,000 which he pro- 
posed giving hhn in his "jeens" and 
"fly away to pastures new." 

Messrs. Williams and HawUiornth- 
walte renewed their protests. 

A division was taken and the vote 
carried by an overwhelming major- 
ity. 

On vote No. 100, of the supplemen- 
tary estimates, providing for the pay- 
ment of $30, 000 fn commissions, Mr. 
Macdonald wanted lo know what this 
expenditure comprised. 

Auctioneer's Payment 

The finance minister replied that 
tho largest portion had been spent In 
the payment of the salaries of auc- 
tioneers engaged in tho sale of lands 
at Point Grey. It included consid- 
erable other expense, also, among 
which was that Incurred in the ex- 
tensive advertising undertaken. 

Mr. Macdonald asked who the auc- 
tioneers were. 

"Rankin and Ford," replied tho fi- 
nance minister. 

• Mr. Macdonald wont on to say that 
the contract entered into with the 
auctioneers was, to say tho least, ;>. 
silly one. They had been paid, ac- 
cording to the figures, no less than 
$1,000 or $5,000 a day. That was 
what it amounted to wdien it was re- 
membered that approximately, $23,000 
was paid the auctioneers and they 
were employed for four of five days 
only. He wanted to know just what 
was paid out for advertising, so that 
the bonus tendored the auctioneers 
could bo more accurately estimated. 
He didn't think It would amount to 
more than $3,000, which left $20,000 
for those who sold tho land. 

Minister's Reply 

The finance minister said that no 
regular contract had been entered into. 
An arrangement had been made by 
tho. late chief commissioner of lands 
and works. The money had been 
paid, after the sale, on the authority 
of an ordinary voucher from the lands 
and works department. 

Opposition Leader 

Mr. Macdonald referred to the ar- 
rangement as a "hole in the eorrifi" 
contract, of verbal character, of which 
none of the other ministers was cog- 
nizant. Ho wanted to know whether 
the government was going to con- 
tinue to follow principle allowing $20,- 
000 of the public money to be ab- 
stracted In the same way. 

On a division the vote carried. 
Appropriation for Reserves 

Mr. Macdonald wanted to know how- 
it was that the appropriations for the 
Improvements to reserves in various 
districts had been Increased 600 per 
cent. It had been estimated that the 
expense would amount to $1,000 and 
now it was proposed to bring that sum 
up to $6,000. Ho asked what had dis- 
located the views of the finance min- 
ister as to the sum necessary. 

The Finance Minister said" that it 
was for expenditure for Improvements 
to the lands at Point Grey. It had 
not been expended, but had been voted 
for the purpose of defraying expenses 
for the remainder of the fiscal year. 
Remnant of Feudalism 

In connection with a supplementary 
estimate for repairs to buildings and 
furniture at Government House, Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite vigorously protested. 
He said that the money could bo much 
more profitably laid out in aid of the 
destitute and poor. Tho sooner the 
"trumpery" of a lieutenant-governor's 
establishment was abolished tho hot- 
ter. He claimed that It was nothing 
but a silly remnant of feudalism, and 
could easily be dispensed with. The 
same, he asserted, was correct in re- 
gard to customs which prevailed In the 
House of Assembly— carrying a mace 
around and "such like." He objected 
to such an expenditure. 

"Money expended on red 'lags and 
bombs would be more to your taste," 
retorted the Finance Minister, amid 
loud laughter from both sides of the 
House. 

Richmond District 

There was a lengthy discussion on a 
vote of $15,000 for Richmond district. 

Mr. Williams protested vehemently. 
He said that, though it had been as- 
serted that the district in question 
was the "milch cow" of the province, 
It took a lot of feed to keep it In good 
"voting" condition. Ho suggested that 
Richmond might be separated from 
British Columbia and made a small 
republic, with Mr. Carter Cotton * in 
charge. It would, be contended, 
."mount to the same tiling. He thought 
Richmond was costing the province a 
good deal. 

The vote carried. 

In regard to a vote of $10(10 as a 
grant towards a Salvation Army 
refuge home in Vancouver, Mr. Wll 
Hams again protested. 

Committee Rises 

The committee then rose. The re 
port was received and placed on tli 
order paper for consideration at the 
next sitting of the House. 

This completes the consideration of 
the estimates in committee. 

Measure Carried 

The Attorney-General moved that 
tho report on the act. entitled "An Act 
to Amend the Administration Act" 
should bo adopted. This carried, and 
it was decided that the third readin 
should take place at the next sitting. 

"An Act to Aid the University of 
British Columbia by a Reservation of 
Provincial Lands" was considered on 
report. 

Mr. Macdonald Introduced the fol- 
lowing amendment: "That section 2 
of said bill be amended by striking out 
the words 'two million' and substitut- 
ing therefor the words 'one million.' " 

Mr. Macdonald said that he was not 
opposed to a grant to a provincial uni- 
versity, but he was unfavorable to the 
manner In which the moasurq had 
been Introduced. He added that, If 
it was necessary that the land should 
bo sot aside this year, it was surely 
not Imperative that tho full 2,000,000 
acres should be selected before tho 
next session. Ho said that since the 
measure had been Introduced, a bill 
liad been submitted doing away with 
third-class limits, so that the univer- 
sity reservation now would bo worth 
at least $5,000,000. Under such cir- 
cumstances ho thought the govern- 
ment shouid not act too speedily, As 
the present rate of progress It would 
have to be acknowledged that oven 
fifty yeurs henco the province would 



possess large tracts ot lands for sub- 
sidizing a university. Therefore there 
was no hurry, and he recommended 
that the government should not act 
without giving the matter considera- 
tion. 

Minister Replies 

The Minister of Education thought 
that in moving such an Important 
amendment the leader of tho opposi- 
tion would be armed with figures to 
substantiate his argument. He went 
on to refer to the conditions prevail- 
ing In Ontario. In tho face of an 
enormous grant to the Toronto '■'Uni- 
versity it had been found necessary In 
1903 to appoint a commission to In- 
quire into tho financial conditions of 
that Institution. He quoted from the 
report of the latter body, in which 
land grants were advocated. It had 
been suggested that tho government 
should start with a small reserve and 
supplement it with tho progress of 
time. Such a policy, he thought, 
would hamper the university to a largo 
extent. He did not agree with such 
an Idea, and could not understand how 
tho members of the opposition could 
justify tho stand which they had as- 
sumed, which was practically In oppo- 
sition to tho Introduction of higher 
education. 

On a division the amendment was 
defeated by a vote of 21 to 15. 

NIGHT SITTING 

On motion of the. Acting Premier, 
the report on tho estimates was re- 
ceived. 

immigration Vote 

In this connection Mr. Williams 
moved that vote 233, which provides 
for $15,000 for the encouragement, of 
immigration, be stricken out. Ho ex- 
plained that this vole was better 
known under the head "Tho Salvation 
Army Vote." Ho averred that there 
was no shortage of labor or none that 
would warrant the government taking 
the action proposed. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite backed up 
what the member for Newcastle had 
said. He added that the move could 
only result in bringing about tho in- 
troduction of "strike" wages in British 
Columbia. This was tho action of 
the first Conservative government of 
the province. 

The motion was defeated on a divi- 
sion, Messrs. Hawthornthwaite, Mc- 
lnnis, Williams, Naden and Hall being 
the only members on tho affirmative 
side, 

Seton Lako Hatchery 

Mr. Oliver moved that the appro- 
priation of $13,000 for the maintenance 
of the Seton Lake hatchery bo reduced 
by $3000. He stated that he had al- 
ready fully presented his arguments 
in substantiation of his attitude, and 
would not occupy the. time of the 
House with reiteration. 

On a division being taken the mo- 
tion was defeated, only seven favor- 
ing tho proposal . 

Estimates Endorsed 

In accordance with the formal re- 
quirements, the House resolved itself 
into a committee of the whole, with 
the member for Okanagan in the chair, 
to consider ways and means for 
granting supply to His Majesty. The 
estimates were- then endorsed by reso- 
lution, and tho committee rose and 
reported, tho report to ho considered 
at the next sitting. 

• Amendments to Bill 

On the further consideration of tho 
report on a bill entitled "An Act to 
Aid tho University of British Columbia 
by a Reservation of Provincial Lands," 
it was moved by Mr. Macdonald that 
section 4 of the measure should he 
struck out. He contended that sec- 
tions 2 and 4 were practically synony- 
mous. There was this difference— 
that tho latter provided that the 
2,000,000 acres should be reserved by 
the lieutenant governor In council, 
which would mean that the process of 
settlement and the exploitation of the 
natural resources of the province 
would be retarded. He wished to say 
that he did not oppose higher educa- 
tion. It had been stated that after 
the reservation had been selected it 
would be bestowed on an outside in- 
stitution or a British Columbia estab- 
lishment In affiliation with some other 
university. 

Statement Rebutted 

The Minister of Education denied the 
latter Inference. He said that the 
university would be for British Co- 
lumbia and those residing within the 
confines of the province. It was not 
the Intention to seek connection with 
any outside institution. He spoke of 
the benefits that had been received 
from the establishment of a college 
in affiliation with McGIll University, 
but reiterated that the proposed in- 
stitution was not being provided for 
with any idea of seeking backing from 
outside sources. With respect tu the 
bill he. claimed that it was tho govern 
ment's opinion that it proposed the 
proper course. In view of the wealth 
of British Columbia he did not think 
that the appropriation asked for was 
at all extravagant. 

The amendment was lost by an ov 
erwhehning majority. 

Cost of Instruction 

.Air. Hawthornthwaite moved an 
amendment as appended: 

To add to section 5 the following 
words: 

"Provided always, that such land 
shall not bo so reserved except upon 
the explicit understanding that, in- 
struction in arts in the university (ex 
cept post graduate instruction) shall 
be free to all regular students matri 
dilated in the university who are en 
rolled in university college, or in a fed- 
erated university, and who enter tlieh 
names with the registrar of the. uni- 
versity; but this provision shall not 
include exemption from laboratory 
fees." 

Ho Bald that he had confidence that 
the proposal would be accepted. This 
opinion was founded on a statement 
made by the minister of education that 
such a provision would be Included in 
the supplementary bill which would lie 
introduced at. a later date. In order 
to give all an opportunity to enjoy the 
privilege of tho university, by the pro- 
viding for free courses with a few ex- 
ceptions, he had introduced the amend- 
ment. Which had been read. 

The minister of education said that 
the amendment submitted was con- 
tained in the supplementary hill. 
Therefore it was unnecessary that the 
proposal should be adopted forthwith. 
On that account ho could not accept 
the amendment. 

Mr. Williams thought that it would 
bo Inadvisable to delay. The present, 
In ills opinion, was the time to place 
provisions in the bill. 

Position Inconsistent 

Mr. Macdonald contended tint the 
minister of education's position was 
inconsistent. lie had said that he 
wanted time for the consideration of 
a bill dealing with trivial matters In 
connection with the question while he 
was willing to rush through legisla- 
tion providing for the granting of a 
large tract of land. It was putting 
the "cart before the horse," lie Moped 
that the minister of education would 
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realize tho ridiculousness of the atti- 
tude which he had assumed. 

The amendment was lost by a 
straight party vote, with tho excep- 
tions of Messrs. Macgowan and Me- 
Oulro who supported tho motion. 

Mr. Oliver moved an amendment as 
follows: - ~ 

"That section be amended by insert- 
ing after the word 'Act,' in the 3rd line 
of the section, tho words: 'and shall 
bo subject to all the reservations in 
favor of tho crown contained in the 
Land Act.' " 

He said that ho did not think that 
it was the intention that tho govern- 
ment should forego its right to rents 
and royalties derivable from the lands. 
The change whicli he suggested would 
make It clear that the administration 
intended retaining . these sources of 
revenue. 

Mr. Macdonald said that this amend- 
ment practically covered the same 
ground as that which he had on the 
order paper. He supported the motion, 
contending that the lands proposed to 
he granted were sufficiently valuable 
without allowing, In addition, a largo 
slice of the. revenues of the province 
to be disposed of. 

On a vote the amendment was lost, 
those taking an affirmative stand be- 
ing members of the opposition ana 
Mr. Macgowan. 

Faculty of Commerce 

Mr. Macgowan introduced an amend- 
ment as follows: 

To add to section C the following 
new sub-section, viz.: . 

"(e). A faculty of commerce, which 
shall embrace all branches of trade 
and commerce, import and export 
business, transportation, modern lang- 
uages, banking, insurance, accounting 
and finance." 

Mr Macgowan stated that he wa.s 
in favor of higher education. The 
section which he wanted to amend 
was clear. He anticipated that ho 
would be told that the faculty which 
lie proposed would be provided for In 
the Supplementary bill. Me could not 
see iiow such a provision could be 
made in any other measure. That 
before the house was tho parent en- 
actment and he desired, as a. commer- 
cial man, to see a commercial faculty 
provided for. He wished to make 
provision to permit those wanting 
commercial education to secure it in 
the university to be established, He 
thought it Important that the youth 
of the province should be prepared to 
take their place in the commercial 
an industrial world.. It was a "stren- 
uous" age and men had to be "stren- 
uous." He had provided for the 
study of modern languages In bis 
amendment. This, in his opinion, was 
important in order that all should be 
qualified to trade with the various 
nations Kver>> man, It was acknowl- 
edged, was well worth his education. 
A parent sending his. child, to a uni- 
versity lacking' iii commercial study 
was oftentimes disappointed/ He-some- 
times wished, iu fact It was so In the 
majority of cases, that the son should 
receive "the • -education necessary to 
qualify him- .to succeed In. .'tho charge 
of a large business concern. The re- 
sult was tlidt' the son often received 
a distaste to commercial duties. He 
spoke of a university In Birmingham 
which had provided for a degree of 
batohelor of commerce. Thus it could 
bo seen that a move fas being made 
in the direction which he advocated. 
A bill had been Introduced for a mod- 
ern university in British Columbia, 
and he thought It would lie well to 
provide for tho faculty to which ho 



referred. 

The division was lost, members ot 
tho Liberal opposition voting in its 
favor with the proposer, Mr. Mac- 
gowan. The remainder of the member.! 
of tho house voted in the negative. 
A Further Amendment 

Mr. Macdonald moved in amendment 
as follows: that a new section bo 
added, reading as follows: 

"The lands to ho so set aside shall 
be open to sale or settlement or li- 
cence to cut timber under tho pro- 
visions of the Land Act; to location ot 
coal or petroleum under the Coal 
Mine's Act; and to location of minerals 
under the Mineral Act, 1897, as fully 
in all the above particulars as if tho 
same had not been so set aside; and 
further, that when the said lands, min- 
erals, coal, petroleum, or timber, or 
any portion or portions thereof, shall 
bo alienated by the crown, all fees, 
rents and royalties provided for in tho 
said acts shall belong to tho prov- 
ince and shall not bo deemed to bo 
included In tho benefits to the univer- 
sity contemplated by this act."' 

Mr. Macdonald said that his motion 
obviated the possibility of miners, 
prospectors and settlers who might 
wish to enter in tho lands to bo set 
aside for university purposes, being 
excluded from the enjoyment of that 
privilege. 

The minister of education replied 
that all the points which had been 
raised by the leader of the opposition 
were legal technicalities. It appeared 
that he was unwilling to allow any 
part of the measure to pass. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite advised tho 
leader of the opposition that tho 
amendment would not be accepted. 
The ministcrof education took u ,pa- 
ternal interest In the measure and 
would not have "a single lock clipped 
from the head of the curly-headed 
darling." 

The amendment was lost. 

A Point of Order 

Sir. Henderson rose on a point oil 
order claiming that the bill, as intro- 
duced by message from the lieutenant 
governor had been so amended since, 
that it was now an entirely different 
measure. This rendered it necessary 
thdt the bill should be re-introduced 
by message. He enumerated the 
changes which had been made since 
the submittal of the enactment, men- 
tioning specially tho alteration of the 
word "grant" to that of "reservation." 

The attorney general referred to a 
decision rendered by Speaker Pooley 
which provided that a measure wa.s 
In order as long as its provisions came 
within the title and scope of the bill. 
Ho argued that the Intention of the 
measure as set forth in the title, name- 
ly, "to aid a provincial university," re- 
mained the same and that, therefore, 
it. was not necessary that it should 
again lie referred to the lieutenant 
governor. 

Mr.. Macdonald argued that the ori- 
ginal bill provided that a "grant" 
should be made to a provincial uni- 
versity,,. It had been so altered that 
the proposal now was that tho lieuten- 
ant govorrior-ln-council should consti- 
tute themselves trustees for the ■ re- 
servo to be set aside as an aid to such 
a university.

Tho arrangements for the celebra- 
tion of Victoria day are going along 
very nicely and it is anticipated that 
It will prove a grand success. A meet- 
ing of tho committee was held last 
evening, when reports were received 
from several committees, nU of which 
wore very .favorable. Mayor Morley 
occupied the chair. 

Tho transportation committee re- 
ported that arrangements wero being 
made with the companies for excursion 
rates during tho celebration, The 
Alaska Steamship company has prom- 
ised to grant rates the same as last 
year and would run steamers on their 
regular schedule. 

Tho C. P. It. railway company were 
not ready to announce its ratos, but 
it Is very likely that they will bo the 
same as in former years. 

George L. Courtenay for the E. & 
N. railway stated that tho company 
had arranged to run an excursion all 
along the line. From Wellington, 
Nanaimo and South Wellington tlio 
fare would be $2, return; from Lady- 
smith, Ohemalnus, Westholme, $1.50 re- 
turn; Somenos, Duncans, Koksllah, 
Cowlchan, Cobble Hill and Shawnl- 
gan, $1.00 return; children between 12 
and five years of age, half faro. Tick- 
ets will be placed on sale on Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday, May 23, 21 
and 2. r >, good to return Sunday, May 
2G. In addition to tho regular ser- 
vice, an afternoon train will bo run 
on Thursday, leaving Wellington at 4 
o'clock, and returning, will leave Vic- 
toria at 10 o'clock Friday evening, 
thus allowing the visitors a full day 
in Victoria.

INDIANS CHARGED WITH MURDER 

Accused of Doing Away With a Com- 
panion Near Harrison. 

Chief Constable .Spain, of Westminster, 
assisted by Provincial Constable Deane, 
hive secured four prisoners who may have 
to answer to the charge of murder. The 
men are J. Charley, Dan Pick, George 
Blllcy ami Fnther Bllley, are of Indian 
blood, and reside In tflfl vicinity of Harri- 
son.

Several trips were made around Har- 
rison and Clitlliwark, In which Constaole 
Deane, owing to his familiarity with the 
various Indians of those parts, rendered 
Invaluable assistance, and hit by bit Import- 
ant evidence was uncovered.

Wil! Protest Against Proposed 
• Reduction of Franchise 
in Victoria 



A resolution was passed by the 
municipal committee of the legislature 
on Tuesday which, If adopted by the 
House, will have the effect of consid- 
erably limiting the number of names 
on the municipal voters' 1 St. 

When the action of the committee 
was made known at tho city hall it 
caused considerable consternation. 
When the news was broken to Mayor 
Morley it was too late for him to do 
anything, but all day yesterday he was 
engaged preparing a campaign against 
the passage of the proposed amend- 
ment. His Worship is a strong sup- 
porter of universal suffrage, and it 
would have been almost impossible to 
have drafted a clause which could run 
more contrary to his views. He has 
addressed letters to persons, holding 
views similar to bis own, In all parts 
of the city, and today be, with a large 
concourse of citizens, both male and 
female, will wait upon the government 
to protest. 

Ills Worship occupied tho chair at a 
meeting held some time ago, at which 
the amending of the Municipal Clauses 
Act was discussed. At tho present 
time, owing to an Inadvertent slip, the 
act gives women the right of universal 
suffrage, while men have to pay $2 in 
taxes before they can be classed as 
voters. At the meeting in question 
speeches were delivered by numerous 
supporters of women's rights, and at 
the close a strong resolution was 
passed protesting against any curtail- 
ment of the suffrage. The Victoria 
Property Owners' Association, from 
which .body emanated the first sugges- 
tion to curtail the universal suffrage 
Inadvertently given to the ladles, came 
In for some scathing criticism, and at 
tho close a strong resolution was 
passed protesting against the proposal' 
to limit tho suffrage of women, and 
recommending rather that matters be 
equalized by granting universal suff- 
rage to man, 

His "Worship staled that so far ns 
ho could make out from a hasty exam- 
ination of the voters' list, the amend- 
ment. If passed, would have the effect 
of cutting off fully half of the names 
now on it. It would disfranchise a 
largo number of young men and 
women who live in lodgings, and would 
even prevent persons who arc living 
with their parents from voting. 

In full the clause which is causing 
all the trouble reads as follows: 

Section 2 of chapter 21 of the stat- 
utes of 1905, as amended by section 2 
of chapter 18 of tho statutes of 190G, 
is hereby repealed. 

Wherever In the Municipal Elections 
Act and amending acts the expression 
"householder" occurs it shall mean 
and include any person of tho full age 
of 21 years who Is a bona fide tenant 
of any real property within the cor- 
porate limits of a municipality which 
is of tho assessed value of $300; pro- 
vided that tin? words "tenant, of ronl 
property" Bhe.il not Include lodgers, 
boarders, subordinate members of 
families 0T temporary occupants of 
rooms In any building; provided also 
that husband and wife, or parent and 
child, shall not be entitled to qualify 
as householders by the tenancy of the 
same real property, or by divisions 
between them of an aggregate rental.

CAUGHT IN THE SNOW 

'People in Trains in Saskatchewan Are 
Short of Food 

Humboldt; Sask., April 17 — .For about 
two weeks the Canadian Northern line be- 
tween Humboldt mid Warmnn lias been tied 
nip with snowdrifts. Kor fuurteen days 
trains from the East have been piling up 
here. Over a 'lUndicd miles of track west 
of here has been blocked by snowbanks and 
train wreelss. 

Over a week ago n large new snow-plough 
Propelled by a do-iblc-hender, left the track 
and run up a bank of snow, whee it turned 
ever. The engine started after ft, but slid 
back an dfell across the rails. .Several of 
the snow-pljluga men were seriously injur- 
ed, having ribs broken and tiiJnldors dis- 
located. 

Hundreds if men are engaged at both 
ends, digging ..ut Miti, and it Is thought 
they will soon be open. , 

About twelve hundred passengers nie 
held here. Supplies ore celling f.-u ce. If 
they do not *oon get out. There Is danger 
of famlncof famine. Trains are so crowd- 
ed it is impossible to keep them clear, and 
there are many cases of sickness, scarlet 
fever, measles and pneumonia. The worst 
cases are being nursed, in the police bar- 
racks. 

'i'ke Canadian 'Northern is providing 
meals for passengers at hotels, and there 
is such a rush that many are existing on 
one meal a day, and have to light to get to 
the table. Some of the Immigrants sty 
they and their children have nothing but 
dry bread. A carload of Hour arrived yes- 
terday, as well us otiie provisions, so famine 
for the present is avoided. 



JAPS THREATEN U. S. OFFICIALS 

The Mikado's Immigrants Keenly Re- 
sent Being Refused Entry 

Washington, April 12. _ Reports are 
rea-jinn,',' President Itooscvelt that Japanese 
coming to this country become bcllgercnt 
When they are turned back by immlgrntioli 
agents, and that because of froouent clashes 
tilt) situation 1h becoming delicate. Thin 
has prompted Secretary .Strauss, after con- 
sulting with the president, to begin a 
searching investigation of the conditions 
which prevail at all tho Immigration sta- 
tions of the Pacific const on the Canadian 
line anil along the International boundary 
between the United States and Mexico. All 
of the Japanese who come here have been 
aivny from home long enough to become 
more or less Independent. T.ots of them 
have lived a while In Hawaii or Mexico, 
and they seem to have a pretty accurate 
idea of the political and social situation in 
America. They talk hi a boastful way -.0 
the immigration officen-, and when turned 
back nt the border they announce that they 
will conic in some other day whether Am- 
erican wants them or not.

VICTORIA AS A TERMINUS 

Wo present thi.s morning some tacts 
relating to the use oC car ferries, with 
an Illustration showing what an up- 
to-date car-ferry is like. Host people, 
when such a vessel Is mentioned, have 
in mind a moro or less llfft-nosed 
scow, towed by a tug at tho rate of 
four or five miles an hour. They never 
think of a sea-going ship that will 
make about as sood time as an ordin- 
ary freight train. Wo commend tho 
facts set out In tho article to tho very 
serious consideration of the people of 
Victoria, and especially to the consid- 
eration of the representatives of the 
Island constituencies in tho provincial 
legislature. 

In view of what Is being done with 
car-ferries elsewhere, It is absurd to 
object to Victoria as a grout railway 
terminal point on the ground that 
water must bo crossed to enable trains 
to reach railways on the Mainland. 
There is a land route between nearly 
all the points on the Continent be- 
tween which car-ferries ply; but this 
does not prevent the ferries from be- 
ing used and becoming every year 
more highly esteemed as a mode of 
transportation. A few years ngo tho 
General Manager of the Pero Mar- 
riuetto line, In conversation with 
Victoria man, who went to Detroit to 
discuss tho usefulness of car-ferries 
with him, spoke of the "Pore Mar 
quotfe," which had been upon the 
route across Lake Michigan for a year 
or two. Ho said that she was a great 
success and his company had ordered 
another ship of the same type. It 
appears that since then five such ships 
have been added to the service. Tho 
General Manager said that ho had 
como to Detroit greatly prejudiced 
against car-ferries, but ho gave it as 
his opinion that they were an un- 
qualified success In every way, and 
especially in point of cost of opera- 
tion. Tho General Manager of the 
D. It. & E. railway, which operates 
car-ferries on Lake Erie, said that if 
he could be assured of full cargoes 
both ways, he would undertake to con- 
vey freight loaded on tho cars from 
the north end of Vancouver Island to 
Skagway for S1.00 a ton. Tho people 
who think the most of car-ferries are 
those who know most about them. We 
have in a former issue published some 
information about tho proposed car- 
forry service across the Strait of 
Dover. 

It would not be necessary to main- 
tain such expensive ferries between 
Vancouver Island and the Mainland as 
that shown in the engraving. That 
ship is meant to be navigated sum- 
mer and winter upon Lake On- 
tario and the distance to be cov- 
ered is sixty miles, Lake Ontario is 
subject to just as severe weather as 
the Gulf of Georgia, and the distance 
across the gulf is much shorter. For 
ferry purposes by way of Nodales 
Channel, to connect with tho proposed 
Bute Inlet lino, a still loss expensive; 
ship would be needed, because the dK 
tanco is only a little more than twelve 
miles and the channel is perfectly 
land-locked. 

In this connection tho proposed 
"Over Seas" mail service to be estab- 
lished between Groat Britain and thi.s 
coast of Canada by way of Australia j 
takes on a special significance to the 
people of Victoria. The position of our 
city is exceptionally favorable in con- 
nection with such a lino. Tho terminal 
point of the steamers might be tom-| 
porarily at Vancouver, but as soon as 
the linos to the north of the Canadian 
Pacific are constructed and are brought 
down to the Island, tho commanding 
position of Victoria will bo at once 
apparent. 



much to recommend it. Unions have 
dono a great deal of good in tho past 
and can do a great deal in tho future, 
if they aro wisely directed. They 
have, however, created a now and odi- 
ous species of tyranny, and It amazes 
us that men of such Intelligence ns 
those, who form tho majority of tho 
membership of tho unions, do not re- 
alize this fact. Wc aro conscious of 
the difficulty of appealing to the work- 
ingmcn on this subject. They have 
allowed themselves to bo convinced 
that what appears in tho dally press 
of tho country on these subjects is in 
spired by what they are pleased to call 
the capitalistic class. Similar deceit 
has always been practiced by men who 
aimed at establishing a tyranny. There 
is nothing new In tho trick of creat- 
ing an imaginary danger in order to 
secure recognition as the only avail- 
able emancipator of the people 
Every tyrant, that ever became intoxi- 
cated with tho lust of power, used tho 
groundless fears of (ho people as his 
stepping stones to absolute control. 
The Colonist feels, however, that it 
has a duty to discharge to the com- 
munity, and as much towards the 
members of the labor unions as to any 
ono else, and therefore at tho risk of 
being misrepresented, it proposes to 
speak plainly. 

Our information Is that, at the meet- 
ing recently held at Calgary, between 
tho representatives of tho coal mine 
operators and coal miners, an agree- 
ment was reached as to the form of 
contract that should bo adopted, and 
that it was given out to the typewrit- 
ers so as to have it ready for signa- 
ture. After this agreement had been 
reached, which was fully satisfactory 
to all tho representatives of the min- 
ers, and before it could be signed, 
some undisclosed influence was 
brought to bear upon the principal of- 
ficer of the miners' unions, and ho 
refused to sign it. Wo aro not in- 
formed as to the quarter from which 
this Influence was exerted, but will 
probably not he far astray if we at- 
tribute It to the head of the organiza- 
tion, who resides in tho United States. 
Whether It came from him or not, 
there is no denying tho statement that 
this individual would bo implicitly 
obeyed if he issued orders to the mem- 
bers of the unions to refuse to enter 
into the agreement or to strike either 
before or after they had entered into 
it. There is no denying the fact that 
tho absolutely irresponsible heads of 
labor organizations arc able to exer- 
cise a control over tho members of 
the organizations, which would not be 
tolerated for a single moment, If it 
wero attempted by any other individ- 
ual on earth. Their commands must 
bo obeyed. Ryder Haggard's She is 
only a fancy picture of the power ex- 
erciseable by these irresponsible per- 
sons. The sense of justice of tho in- 
dividual workingman may revolt 
against the commands ho receives. The 
necessities of his wife and family ap- 
peal to him in vain. Ills duty as a 
citizen has no claims upon him. 
When the tyrant has once spoken, lie 
must obey. If he rebels, he becomes 
a pariah among his fellows, and if ho 
persists he becomes almost an out- 
cast. This is not a.l exaggeration. It 
does not sound very well, but is it not 
the truth? Must not the duty of a 
man to himself, his family and his 
country all be subordinated to his ob- 
ligation to the officer who commands 
him to cease working, whenever it 
suits his will? We put it to tho 
members of labor unions if they can- 
not devise some better system than 
this. Surely they are much too sen- 
sible to willingly permit themselves 
to be burdened with a tyranny, which 
in another and less hateful form their 
forefathers rejected.

! THE NEW TYRANNY 

j If the King of England should order 
one of his humblest subjects to cease 
working at his ordinary occupation, 
a cry of indignation would go through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
United Kingdom; and if ho persisted In 
the attempt to exercise such tyranny 
it would cost him his crown. If tho 
President of the United States should 
send orders to some humble citizen to 
cease working and not to begin again 
until ho received permission, he would 
promptly bo Impeached. If the Prem- 
ier of Canada should say to any man 
in tho whole Dominion that ho must 
stop working at his calling, ho would 
havo to face a vote of want of confi- 
donco in Parliament immediately. His 
tenure of office would not ho worth 
a day's purchase, because, If Parlia- 
ment wero not in session, such a 
chorus of protest would arise from 
the press and every organization in 
tho country that ho could not stand 
up against it. Through struggles, ex- 
tending over centuries, wo havo freed 
ourselves- from tyranny on tho part 
of those wlio aro constitutionally 
charged with tho government of the 
state; but wo arc face to face with 
another description of it. A small 
minority of tho population have or- 
ganized themselves into unions for 
the protection of their common Inter- 
ests. To this no man can take ex- 
ception. A inbor union has very 



A NEW DEPARTURE 

Tho Senate has given notice that 
hereafter It will Insist that tho pro- 
visions of Section 3:1 of the British 
North America Act shall bo regarded 
In federal legislation. This is the 
section which defines the powers of 
the provincial legislatures. Tho pre 
ceding section declares upon what 
matters the Parliament or Canada 
may legislate. It follows of necessity 
that some of its provisions must in- 
terfere with the specification of pow 
ers conferred upon the local leglsla 
live bodies. Tills makes tho con 
structlon of both sections at times 
very difficult. Speaking generally 
one might say that the powers of Par- 
liament, aro defined but not limited by 
section 91, while those of tho provin- 
cial houses aro both defined and lim- 
ited by section 92. Therefore the work, 
which the Senate has committed itself 
to, is not as simple as it appear:! when 
first stated, but If it is discharged 
with good judgment, It will render tho 
Upper Chamber of very great use to 
tho Dominion. The Colonist has In 
previous articles spoken of the tend- 
ency of the House of Commons to ex- 
tend its power In derogation of the 
Jurisdiction of the local legislature. 
This was manifested during tho regime 
of Kir John A. Macdonald to some ox- 
tent, which was not a matter of sur- 
prise, for that statesman was at the 
very inception of Confederal Ion favor- 
able to the concentration 08 as much 
power as possible in the hands of the 
central authority. n la well known 
that lie favored a legislative union, of 
the provinces instead nf a federal 
union such as wo havo at present. In 
those days the Liberals wore great 
sticklers for "provincial rights," and 
if 0110 took tho trouble to unearth tho 
resolutions passed by Liberal associa- 
tions, when that party was in opposi- 
tion, It would bo easy to cite n. number 
of them declaring strongly against tho 
encroachments of tho federal upon tho 
provincial authority, But things havo 
greatly changed in this respect, and 
under tho leadership of Sir Wilfrid 



Laurler there have been very many 
more attempts to extend tho powers 
of parliament than occurred during 
tho regime of all his predecessors. Ono 
might say with perfect Justice that 
Sir Wilfrid has countenanced a sus- 
tained effort to enlarge the Jurisdic- 
tion of the federal authorities at tho 
expense of that of tho provinces. 

Too much must not bo expected of 
tho Senate, because It Is not always 
very clear where tho line" should bo 
drawn in legislative matjters. Theyo 
is ono thing that can be carefully 
watched. Hitherto, at least since 
1890, a practice has grown up of re- 
citing In tho preamble to a Bill that 
tho object of it was for tho general 
benefit of Canada, and this has boon 
taken as proved almost by the simple 
assertion of tho. fact. This can bo 
at onco stopped. Tho promoters of 
Bills can bo compelled to prove their 
preambles, not simply inforenfially, 
but actually. There aro other linos 
in which tho Senate can exorcise the 
supervision of legislation, to tho need 
of which every ono will be glad to see 
that it has. awakened.

A NORMAL SCHOOL 

The attitude of tho Colonist towards 
the agitation for a Normal School in 
this city calls for no apology. Wo did 
not join the Times in the agitation, 
not because we did not regard such 
an Institution as a valuable one, but 
because wo thought it a mistake to 
bring It to the front at the present 
time. Our contemporary Is quite cor- 
rect In thinking that the Colonist's 
reference to tho "bigger game afoot" 
was to tho university. It cannot see 
why an agitation for a Normal School 
would interfere, with our claims for a 
university. Perhaps It would not, but 
wo think that It would be advisable to 
concentrate our efforts for the present 
upon securing the greater institution 
If wo did that, and succeeded, tho 
other would follow as a matter of 
course. We aro quite as anxious as 
the Times can be to see a Normal 
School here. The difference between 
us is solely as to tho expediency of 
agitating for it at the present time. If 
wo as citizens take j hold of tho uni- 
versity question boldly wo can suc- 
ceed. Everything is in our favor, ex- 
cept perhaps the feeling of the people 
living in Vancouver and the immediate 
vicinity. The Colonist regretted that 
its contemporary began the agitation 
for the Normal School when It did, 
for tho cause given above. That is 
the only reason why wc did not "say 
a word of encouragement" for our 
contemporary's effort, which though 
well meant, was in our humble judg- 
ment inopportune. 



Tho Vancouver World thinks that 
tho Colonist has not contributed any 
thing new or startling to tho discus 
sion of the "Indian Title." Wo think 
tills is absolutely truo; but wo should 
us soon think of attempting to con 
tribute something new or startling 
to tho discussion of the multipli- 
cation table. Onco there was a book 
written on Ireland and ono of the 
chapters was on snakes. It consisted 
of ono lino as follows: "There aro 
no snakes in Ireland." That Is about 
all there Is to say about the so-called 
"Indian Title."

Wo hesitate 
a llttlo about publishing this news, 
for fear that an accident may happen 
across James Bay, when all tho mem 
hers, who will feel llko emulating the 
conduct of the Montenegrin senators 
rise simultaneously to catch tho 
Speaker's eye. There will bo immin- 
ent danger of a resort to physical vio- 
lence. Tho representative of tho free 
and independent electors of British Co- 
lumbia will surely not allow them- 
selves to bo outdone by a lot of legisla- 
tors, who live on tho Mountains of 
Montenegro.

RACE MEETING TO BE 
HELD EARLY IN JUNE 



Local Horse Enthusiasts Decide 
to Postpone Races for Two 
Weeks at Least 



There will bo no horserachig on May 
24 and 25, but tho proposed meeting 
which was being considered for Vic- 
toria Day and the day following will 
tako place at a later date, when the 
two days of racing will bo extended 
Into three. Such was tho decision ar- 
rived at at a representative meeting 
of local horse enthusiasts held last 
evening at the Drlard hotel. About 
twenty-five followers of tho bang- 
tails were In attendance at the meet- 
ing and an optimistic feeling permeat- 
ed the assemblage that should have its 
result in the re-establlshment of the 
racing game in the estimation of "Vic- 
torians. 

Tho main object In tho way ot races 
on the holiday was the lack of trans- 
portation facilities. D. It. Ker and G. 
Wilson, who had boon delegated to 
look after this Important problem, re- 
ported to the meeting that tho street 
railway company could not guaran- 
tee anything better than a 30 minute 
service for that day. C. B. Sylvester 
thereupon moved that owing to the 
transportation difficulties and the 
many counter attractions the races bo 
postponed until such time as proper 
dates could bo arranged, the finance 
committee and C. A. Harrison to have 
charge of the arranging of dates. Tho 
motion was adopted and the races will 
bo hold some lime in June, probably 
two weeks later than the original date. 

An endeavor will be made to arrange 
for a provincial racing circuit so that 
a bettor class of horses will bo at- 
tracted to tho meetings. Mr. Harrison 
suggested that Vancouver, Vernon, 
Xarnloops, Now Westminster and other 
towns be communicated with to ar- 
range for a British Columbia circuit 
and If necessary delegates from these 
places bo asked to attend the local 
race meeting to complete tho details. 
A motion to this effect was carried and 
W. Moresby, C. A. Harrison, and G. 
Wilson appointed a committee to ar- 
range for this circuit. 

Mr. Chuppolle offered a suggestion 
that the harness races be given a uni- 
form scale of purses and that pacers 
bo handicapped 5 seconds in all tho 
•named classes, but it did not seem to 
take very well with those present. 

Tho original amount proposed for 
purses, $2,000, will bo increased to 
$3,000 and three days of racing will 
be put on instead of two. C. B. Syl- 
vester was the author of the suggestion 
and It was acceptable to the meeting. 

Tho mayor and city council will bo 
asked to declare a half holiday on tho 
.opening day of. the meet. D. B. Camp- 
bell thought' this was coming to tho 
horsemen in order to ensure the suc- 
cess of tho races. He also mado a sug- 
gestion to the effect that two harness 
and four running events be put on 
each day. Ho felt confidont that it 
was incumbent on tho citizens Of Vic- 
toria to ensure the future of the 
track and tho sport here by making 
tho first meeting an unqualified suc- 
cess. 

A long discussion ensued as to tho 
makeup of the programme, consider- 
able difference of opinion being aired 
as to the respective drawing abilities 
of tho two classes of racing, tho side- 
wheelers and the gallopers. Event- 
ually on motion of D. E. Campbell it 
was decided that tho programmo com- 
mittco bo entrusted with the task of 
drawing up a programmo based on tho 
appropriation of $3,000 to bo presented 
at the next meeting, which will bo held 
at tho call of the acting president, D. 
R. Ker.

Dear Sir— I think I should notify 
you that a bill has been Introduced by 
Mr. Hayward, M. P. P., to alter the 
franchise in the municipalities of the 
province and restrict tho same to 
householders, meaning persons of the 
full age of 21 years, being bona lido 
tenants of any real property of the 
assessed value of $;!00, not to Include 
lodgers, boarders, subordinate mem- 
bers of families or temporary occu- 
pants, of rooms in buildings; and no 
husband and wife, parent and child 
are to be entitled to Qualify by ten- 
ancy of tho same property. 

Upon this bill being referred to the 
municipal committee of tho House (for 
the first tlmo this session), tlio mem- 
bers of the cornmlttt'o on tho Govern- 
ment side attended in full strength, 
and It was then proposed, at tho In- 
stigation of the Victoria Property 
Owners' Association, to limit the op- 
eration of this section to tho City of 
Victoria only, and, as I am Informed, 
there seemed to bo every Intention to 
pass this legislation through commit- 
tee. 

An opportunity lias, however, been 
offered the council and citizens o£ Vic- 
toria to be heard upon tho question 
before the • committee this morning, 
April IS, at 11:30, and I venture to 
hope that your views are opposed to 
this retrograde movement in restrict- 
ing tho franchise, and that you will 
attend tind assist In endeavoring to 
defeat tho attempt. 

l'may add that tho council of this 
city placed itself on record by a reso- 
lution, carried by a majority of 8 to 2, 
In favor of adult suffrage, towards 
which the tendency of modern times 
points, rather than the restricted 
suffrage sought by the Victoria Prop- 
erty Owners' Association.

The. whaler Orion, stationed at Sccli 
art, made a record on Monday and 
Tuesday, when in 48 hours, she landed 
no less than five of the largest whales 
every caught on the west coast. To 
the ordinary person the amount of 
business that has been created on the 
west coast by the advent of the Whal 
Iftg company is hardly understood, 
but when it is stated that the com 
pany, is having great difficulty in got 
ting steamers enough to carry supplies 
to tlie stations and take away the 
cargo of fertilizer and oil, the extent 
of the business can be well imag- 
ined. Since the station was erected 
at Sechart the C. r. R- company has 
had tho Queen City and Otter almost 
continually on the^rum The former 
lias been used almost exclusively for 
freight and the latter for coal, but 
with the completion of the new sia- 
tion at Narrow Cut creek it will be 
necessary for other steamers to bo 
placed on tho line. The Queen City 
has been taken from this run and 
the Tees substituted, but oven with 
this improvement the carrying capac- 
ity is not largo enough. At present 
the company is using about 500 tons 
of coal per month and the Otter has 
all she can do to attend to this with- 
out bothering with any other class 
of freight. With machinery of an 
increased capacity installed this 
amount will be greatly increased and 
it will require a larger boat to meet 
the demand. Without coal it will be 
Impossible for the company to oper- 
ate and with two stations operating 
Instead of one it wdll be next to im- 
possible for the one steamer to do tho 
work. While the Queen City was on 
tho run there was seldom a trip that 
she was not loaded to her capacity, 
and when the Tees left, her on her 
first trip she was in the same con- 
dition. The Whaling company has 
now enough freight ready for the next 
trip of tho vessel to almost fill her 
and in order to talce the. surplus 
freight the Otter will make a special 
trip, leaving today. Tho Whaling 
company has taken the matter up with 
the C. P. R. and has pointed out the 
necessity of obtaining other vessels to 
assist in the work. At present the 
C. P. R. has a new freighter under 
construction in the old country, which, 
when completed, wdll be capable of 
carrying about 1,000 tons, but it is 
not expected that she will arrive be- 
fore September at the earliest. In 
the meantime the Whaling company 
will have to make the best of a bad 
job or get a boat of their own.

KOOTENAY FRUIT GROWERS 
REVISE THEIR BY-LAWS 



At Meeting in Nelson Question of 
Affiliation With Provincial 
Society is Discussed 



There was an interesting; session o£ 
the Kootenay Fruit Growers' associ- 
ation at a special meeting of the so- 
ciety, the specified object of tho meet- 
ing; being tho amendment of tho by- 
laws of the Institution, says the Nelson 
News. There also came up, however, 
the question of tho affiliation of tho 
local society with a reorganized pro- 
vincial society which would look after 
the interests of the rrult growers of tho 
whole of this province with regard to 
the marketing of the fruit in tho 
northwest. Incidentally came up the 
Lord's Day Act and the freight service 
and rates. These gave general dis- 
satisfaction and, In fact, it was pro- 
posed that tho association run a small 
steamer to pick up the fruit. 

The changes In the by-laws are as 
follows: (1) Date of annual meeting 
changed from January to first Wed- 
nesday in November; (2) the president 
as well as the directors shall be ap- 
pointed by ballot at the annual meet- 
ing; (3) the vice-president and sec- 
retary-treasurer shall be appointed ul 
tho first subsequent meeting of the 
directors. Articles four and five aro 
unaltered, dealing with quorums and 
quarterly meetings, but in artlclo the 
election of a director to fill a vacancy 
shall be made, by the board upon eight 
days' notice, not one month. Articles 
7 and 8, dealing with the duties of tho' 
chair, are practically unaltered. In 
article 9, touching the duties of the 
secretary-treasurer tho clause stating 
that no payments are to be made with, 
out the written consent of the sccre 
tary and president Is expunged, and 
the alteration makes tho giving of a 
bond by the secretary optional with 
tho board. Artlclo 10 transfers tho 
duty of passing of accounts from i 
finance committee to the board of dl 
rectors. Article 11 deals with oxhl 
bitio-n stands. Article 12 conferring 
certain privileges upon associate mem- 
bership on payment of an annual fee 
Is revoked. Article 13 now 12, makes 
the financial year .end on October 31 
and not December Si. Article 14 now 
13, as to audits, is unaltered. Artlclo 
In, now 14, dealing with changes in 
the constitution Is unaltered. 

In dealing with those revisions of 
the by-laws there was no exception 
taken by the meeting until article 9 
was reached, when, by an amendment 
the letter book of the association was 
thrown open to any member of the 
board of directors. No other change 
was proposed. 

James Johnstone then urged the 
adoption of a further by-law by which 
each member of the Kootenay Fruit 
Growers' association pays one dollar 
annually to a central association, the 
B. C. Fruit Growers. Mr. Johnstone 
declared that other local associations 
wore affiliating with tho provincial as- 
sociation and there would be the ad- 
vantage of cheaper buying of supplies 
to say nothing of a better organized 
market. 

It was explained that the central as- 
sociation would apportion tho markets 
so that local salesmen of tho various 
local associations would not be sending 
fruit to the same place, unless the sup- 
ply were equal to the demand, when 
notillcation would be made by the 
central board. 

The question of the legality of charg- 
ing a member of a joint stock associa- 
tion an annual fee for such a purpose 
was mooted. 

The matter was then dropped for the tOUfl 
moment and the by-laws as nltercd 
were passed as a whole. 

James Johnstone moved and T. Mor- 
ley seconded that the action of the 
board of horticulture In enforcing the 
cleaning of orchards be endorsed. Mr. 
Johnstone said that on a recent visit 
to tho coast and island he had scon 
many orchards overgrown with moss 
and infested with till kinds of pests. 
This carried unanimously. 

James Johnstone moved and J. Hys- 
lop seconded that delegates be sent to 
a convention of provincial fruit grow- 
ers tn be bold at Sicamous on April _."i 
and 23, with a view of regulating the 
market In the northwest and appoint- 
ing agents there to receive and dis- 
tribute produce. In future Mr. John- 
stone explained, tho 13. C. association 
membership would bo restricted to 
local associations and Individual mem- 
bers would no longer be permitted. 
There would be no chance of getting 
everything nrranged for tho coming 
strawberry season. 

This carried und T. Morley was ap- 
pointed delegate. 

A resolution was then passed, moved 
by T. Morley and seconded by T. M. 
Sturge.-is, authorizing the affiliation of 
tho Kootenay Fruit Growers' associa- 
tion with tho R. C. Fruit Growers, and 
the payment by tho local to tho pro- 
vincial society of a per capita charge 
per annum not to exceed one dollar, 
the amount to be fixed by the B. C. 
Fruit Growers. 

J. W. Ford wanted the association lo 
take up the matter of tho Lord's Day 
Act, which If It were enforced would 
prevent the picking of fruit on Satur- 
day as It could not be shipped on Sun- 
day, nnd as no berries could bo picked 
on Sunday nono could be shipped on 
Monday. Henco no fruit rould bo 
shipped from Saturday to Tuesday. 

C. W. Busk pointed out that accord- 
ing to the c. P. R. arrangements fruit 



could not bo shipped In that interval. 
Some discrepancies were pointed out 
as to the Hat rates on fruit obtaining 
locally and a committee was directed 
to bo appointed to take up tho whole 
matter with tho transportation com- 
pany with a view of finding out what 
were their proposed arrangements for 
the summer. 




CONDITIONS IN YUKON 

Senator Macdonald's Plea That- Dis- 
trict Should Be Administered by B.C. 

In tho senate on April 9thy on tho 
second reading of tho Yukon Act 
Amendment bill, Hon. Mr. Macdonald 
(B. C.) is thus reported by Hansard: 
No doubt this bill ha.s been rendered 
necessary by tho number of vacan- 
cies and resignations in the Yukon. 
What the cause of these vacancies 
and resignations aro I do not know 
but there must be some reason for 
It, and perhaps tho Hon. Mr. Ross, 
who has been in that country, will 
tell us tho reason why. There havo 
been live commissioners in that coun- 
try, and there must bo some reasons 
fur so many resignations. Whether 
they aro not well enough paid, or It is 
the climate, or whether thoy have 
tilled their pockets with gold I do not 
know, but all will agree that tho gov- 
ernment of the Yukon has been most 
unsatisfactory. The revenue at ono 
time was very largo. The government 
charged at that time a royalty of ten 
per cent, and now the revenue is very 
small, and the royalty is only two and 
a half per cent. A small royalty would 
be all right if tho gold and products 
of that country came into Canada, but 
it is a notorious fact that nearly all 
the gold, or a great part of the gold 
In that country, has gone to, build up 
the rival town of Seattle in the Unit- 
ed States. No effort has been made 
by either the provincial or federal gov- 
ernment to retain the gold in tho 
country by having assay offices and 
buying the gold to keep it there; 
whereas on the other side they havo 
these assay offices and all tho gold 
Is absorbed and people find a ready 
market for it. It would be In the in- 
terests of the Dominion that this Yu- 
kon district should be attached to 
ono of the provinces, I do not say Brit- 
ish Columbia but it might be attached 
to Alberta. It would then bo gov- 
erned much more economically and 
more directly. It Is well known that 
In British Columbia the mining regu- 
lations have been extremely well ad- 
ministered. They havo been adapted 
to the country; tho miners never found 
fault with them, and everything has 
gone on smoothly for years. Tho 
Yukon joins British Columbia at the 
mining district of Atlin, and it would 
bo a matter of economy and good gov- 
ernment if tlie government wore to 
hand that country over to British Co- 
lumbia, and let them carry on their 
mining under British Columbia regula- 
tions. A great change Is going to take 
place in the Yukon. Wealthy United 
States capitalists are now buying out 
all tho interests in that country. Tho 
Guggenhelms, millionaires of New 
York, are In and their agents aro buy- 
ing up largely. Whether that will be 
a benefit to the Dominion or not I do 
not know, but I would ask the gov- 
ernment to consider the smallncss of 
the royalty. Two and a half cents Is 
not enough. If the product remained 
in our own country it might be enough 
but that is not the : case. Tho gold 
goes to a foreign country, and it would 
be -a 'wise precaution to' take to make 
tho royalty suff icfblit'' to pay the ex- 
penses of the country, and I hope the 
hon. secretary of state may consider 
that suggetlson. I know that minis- 
ters have bills placed in their handSj 
and they do not consider them very 
much and pass them as a matter of 
routine, but there are questions that 
people know of that ought to be taken 
into serious consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Scott — In regard to the 
observations of the hon. gentleman 
from Victoria, there is a good deal of 
force in what ho said. It seems to 
bo obvious that the Yukon ought to 
be able at least to pay the expenses, 
which it is not at the present time. I 
havo no doubt that the astion in re- 
ducing the royalty to the Hgure at 
which it now stands was unwise. I 
always thought so. It seems to me a 
concession that ought; not to havo been 
made, and I shall be glad to bring It 
to the attention of my colleagues. 

Hon. Mr. Lougheed — Does my lion, 
friend know if British Columbia has 
indicated any desire to extend Its 
boundaries northwesterly so as to in- 
clude the Yukon? 

Hon. Mr. Scott — I do not think so. 
I have heard nothing In that dircc 
tlon.

150 pence per ounce brought the price is 
none below the .ivcrage for the year 
nitles 011 the silver market were 
t Inclined to place any special significance 
on the break. It was pointed out by Ed- 
ward llrusli, of the American Smelting & 
Heiii ing company, which Is the world's 
largest producer of the white metal, that a 
reduction In the price of silver occurs every 
spring, and that the decline tills year is 
therefore no more remarkable than has tn- 
qumtly occurred at the same season In pre- 
vious years. At the Close of 1000 silver 
was quoted ill London at 32 5-10 pence, ami 
In the New York market at (mi%c In the 
previous year the decline was from SO 1-1(1 
pence a: the opening to 20% in April. 

The greater decline this sprliv; Is at- 
tributed bv Mr. Brush tn the heavy Indeb- 
tcdaess of China to Bnrope. Being a silver 
standard icountry, exchange operations are 
conducted In silver, and the white metal 
shipped from China to -cover her hills In 
Europe conies on the London market as a 
commodity.

Keen Suffering Anticipated 
Many Small Communities 
Short of Supplies 



Ex-Governor Macintosh, who is 
again in the city after a trip to the 
Mainland, to a Colonist reporter yes- 
terday said that the suriousncss of the 
situation created by the strike of the 
coal miners in the Northwest could 
hardly be exaggerate*!. The closing 
down of the smelters and mines and 
kindred industries would throw a vast 
army of men out of work; .and, with 
the railways crippled, hardship if not 
disaster would overtake many small 
communities dependant on the rail- 
ways for supplies. 

Mr. Macintosh had ho special in- 
formation in respect to the points in- 
volved in the dispute between the op- 
erators and the miners; and he had 
formed no opinion as to which side 
was blameablo fur the present deplor- 
able and most serious situation. Of 
one thing, however, ho was certain — 
and that was that a clear duty de- 
volved 'upon the Dominion govern- 
ment to take immediately whatever 
steps may be necessary to prevent dis 
aster overtaking a section of the coun 
try so absolutely dependent upon an 
uninterrupted coal supply. It was 
nothing short of calamitous that the 
very existence of hundreds of flour- 
ishing industries and the people de- 
pendent upon them should be at the 
mercy of the whims and caprice of any 
particular body of men, who — not- 
withstanding the justness of their po- 
sition in any given dispute — could at 
any given moment bring disaster upon 
the - country. 



EVACUATION OF MANCHURIA. 

Chinese Authority Restored Through- 
out the Country. 

Pekln, April 1C— The Russian and 
Japanese troops have now completely 
evacuated Manchuria, according to the 
terms of the treaty of Portsmouth, re- 
taining only a certain number of rail- 
way guards. All military movements 
have ceased, and the Manchurian 
towns, etc., which were under F.us- 
sian and Japanese control have been 
returned to the Chinese authorities. 
Since the handing over of Mukden to 
the Chinese, the evacuation of Man- 
churia by tho Japanese had been go- 
ing on gradually, the Chinese local 
authorities stopping In and taking over 
the administration of thr places evac- 
uated by the Japanese. Japanese

News of the 
closing down of tho Cornell, which 
employed but a few men, was brought 
on tho steamer Casslar. It is report- 
ed that the management of the Marble 
Bay mines is now no nearer a settle- 
ment with the men than was the case 
at the start of the trouble. The cause 
of the strikes was the refusal of the 
mine owners to meet the demands of 
tho men for increased wages. 

MISERY IN UFA. 

Cold Adds to Sufferings in Famine- 
Stricken Country. 

Mali dispatches received by the 
Tango Marti say that the situation In 
the famine-stricken provinces of Ufa 
(Russia) is becoming very desperate. 
Only children and bid people are re- 
ceiving relief. Half the adult popu- 
lation has been receiving advances of 
grain from the government. The live 
stock have eaten all tho thatches, and 
several families aro crowding Into one 
hut, using tho others for fuel. The 
cold has averaged .10 degrees below 
zero. The stock of acorns is exhaust- 
ed. The peasants are selling their 
labor for next spring" and summer at 
halt Its \alue. About £100,0(10 Is 
needed for private relief in Ufa alone. 



Winnipeg, April 1G.— The negotia-

The Grain Exjj 
change agrees to the following: 

To fully provide in the new Ex- 
change building, for a public gallery 
which will bo open to visitors during 
trading hours. 

To allow newspapers, as heretofore, 
free access to the trading room, pro- 
vided no illegitimate use ' Is made of 
quotations for bucket shop purposes. 

To keep the books of the exchange 
at all times open to the inspection of 
the government of Manitoba. 

To elect to membership In tho ex- 
change, under the rules, all applicants 
of good character and financial stand- 
ing. 

To revoke that part of the commis- 
sion rules now in force 1 which fixes 
salaries at a stated amount per month, 
the general meeting of ' tho exchange 
having unanimously committed Itself 
to this amendment. 

To grnat registration to the Grain 
Growers' Grain Company. (Registra- 
tion was granted at tho general meet- 
ing of the exchange held yesterday). 

The Grain Growers' Grain Company 
agrees to observe faithfully and to be. 
obligated by all by-laws, rules and 
regulations of every nature now exist- 
ing and to be hereafter adopted by the 
exchange. The Grain Growers' Grain 
Company has written the exchange, 
admitting that they violated the rules, 
and stating that their system of re- 
bating profits under the co-operative 
plan has recently been discontinued 
and annulled by the general meeting 
of their shareholders.

BROADWAY STARTLED 

Two Indians in War Paint Started 
Upon a Fight 

New York, April '1 G.—The spectacle 
of two Sioux Indians In full war paint, 
in what might have been a tight to 
the death if interference had not come, 
created almost a panic in crowded 
Broadway today. Willie Big Charger 
and Ban Wolf, the offenders, are both 
under arrest. 

Charger and Wolf were both walk- 
ing down Broadway in all the splen- 
dor of war paint and feathers when 
they gut into an argument over 
Charger's wit'.', now dead. The men 
appeared to become angry, a/id sud- 
denly Charger drew a revolver and 
pointed it at Wolf's bead. He fired 
twice, but both bullets went wild. As 
tho crowd scattered the men prepared 
to continuo the fight; but a police- 
man, hailed by a. bystander, sprang 
upon Charger and wrenched the re- 
volver from his hands before he could 
fire again. In an instant Wolf sprang 
to his erstwhile enemy's aid and at- 
tempted to free lilm from his captor. 
He was not successful, however, and 
soon both Indians were locked up. 



Berlin, April 17.— King Edward's 
approaching meeting with King Victor 
Emmanual Is attracting much atten- 
tion in the German press, which com- 
ments on tho event as being an effort 
to isolate Germany and win Italy away 
from tho Triple Alliance. The Col- 
ogne Gazette says public opinion in 
Germany sees in King Edward's course 
an' attempt to disturb the European 
equilibrium which is calculated to 
awaken misgivings regarding his dis- 
aramcnt proposal, and finally warns 
Great Britain that "war with Germany 
would be dangerous for any opponent 
or any coalition of opponents." , 

This sharp language is interpreted 
by the Tagllcho Rundschau as mean- 
ing that the German government has 
grown weary of the English game Of 
"hide and seek" and the "comedy of 
peace and disarmament." The at- 
tention of the foreign office was called 
to the Cologne Gazette's article, with 
the result that it was stated that it 
expressed only the editorial opinion of 
the paper, that the German govern- 
ment was in no way responsible for 
such views und that the government 
officials would have taken steps to 
nrevont their publication if they had 
been known in advance. The for- 
eign office does not see any reason 
for disquiet In connection with the 
meeting of the kings of England and 
Italy, since Italy knows that her In- 
dependence is better guaranteed by 
being a member of the Triple Alliance 
than If she is thrown Wholly upon 
Anglo-French support. Great Bri- 
tain's predominant position in tho 
western part of tho Mediterranean is 
fully recognized by Germany, who has 
no Interests there. 

Paris, April 17.— The forthcoming 
meeting of King Edward and King 
Victor Emmanuel at Gaeta is viewed 
with tho utmost satisfaction in gov- 
ernment circles hero, where the royal 
conference is considered as not only 
likely to strengthen the cordial rela- 
tions existing between Italy nnd Great 
Britain, but as binding closer tho ties 
between these two countries and 
France, and as exerting a good effect 
on the European situation.

Port Hope, ,0-iU.-,- April 16— The tug 
Hercules, of the., Poison Iron Works, 
Toronto, has succeeded in locating the 
dredge Sir AVilD'id, which sank near 
Newcastle in 7f> .'feet of water three 
years ago while being towed down the 
lake into commission. As soon as the 
water becomes . calm the dredge will 
be raised by tlip aid of divers and 
pontoons and taken into shallow water, 
where the machinery will be removed. 



N EW YORK POLICE BILL 

Albany, N. Y., April 1G. — Governor 
Hughes late today signed the so-called 
police bill, introduced by Assemblyman 
Prentice, .which will permit practically 
a reorganization of the New York city 
police force and greatly increase the 
powers of the commissioner of police, 
especially over the inspectors. The bill 
was tho subject of one of the most 
bitter struggles of the present legls 
lative assembly. It was approved last 
week by Mayor McCleilan.

ages nnd freight congestions. A meet- 
ing of railway presidents has been 
called for next Monday to determine 
what shall bo done with the organiza- 
tion, which was launched with great 
hope of results, and which some roads 
now declare to be a failure.

Crows of the American 
Boy and Last Chance at once turned 
out to the rescue, but their efforts 
proved futile until Bobs discovered his 
master's remains a mile from the point 
where he had been struck. The body 
has been taker, to Xaslo, from whence 
relatives at Edmonton have been com- 
municated with. Deceased was 35 
years of age and leaves a wife and 
three young children. 

TRANSFER TAX UPHELD 

Declared Constitutional by tho United 
Statos Supreme Court 

Washington, April lfi— New York's 
transfer tax law was. declared consti- 
tutional by the supremo court of the 
United States In deciding the case of 
Winthoop Chanler and other heirs of 
the late Mrs. Laura Astor Delano vs. 
Controller Kelsey, in which the ver- 
dict was against Mr. Chanler. The 
case arose In connection with the will 
of Mrs. Delano, by which she devised 
to members of the Astor family about 
$4,000,000 worth of property - left her 
by her father, William B. Astor, under 
directions given by him before his 
death and before the statute was en- 
acted. , 

The question thus presented was 
whether t>e transfer tax law, which 
imposes a tax under certain condi- 
tions, is constitutional. The state 
courts sustained ,it, and the federal 
supreme court upholds them In that 
ruling. The court's ruling was hand- 
ed down by Justice Day. He found 
Mr Delano's will to be the culminat- 
ing act in devising the property, and 
therefore held the law to be applicable. 
Justice Holmes delivered a dissenting 
opinion, in which Justice Moody con- 
curred. ,*

INDIANS DYING OFF 

Strange Malady Affects Tribe on Tan- 
ana River 

Whltchorse, Y. T„ April 5.— News 
brought up by men who had just come 
up the Tanana river is to the effect 
that the strange malady with which so 
many of the Neenaria Indians have re- 
cently become affected is proving a 
deadly epidemic. The. extermination 
of the whole tribe is threatened unless 
the epidemic Is stamped out. 

A hunter who stopped at Neenanaon 
the way up states that the conditions 
arP alarming. One of them will be 
stricken suddenly and will die the next 
day or sooner. In none of tho many 
fatal cases reported to him had the 
Invalid lived for more than two or 
three days. 

Neenana is on the line of all lower 
river travel, and there is hardly a day 
thut one or more white, travelers doi 
not appear there. Several whites, 
roadhouse, trading post and signal 
corps people live there. It is consid- 
ered remarkable that no whites have 
as yet been attacked by iho disease. 
Because of this fact it is believed that 
the malady is contagious; that person- 
al contact is necessary for its spread. 

None of the whites have been able 
to diagnose the cases or satisfactor- 
ily define the malady. They are 
somewhat anxious and are honing the 
condition will soon bo investigated by 
mission people or federal authorities. 
It is argued that if by chance some 
White traveler is affected, It would 
spread a great deal fhster than is pos- 
sible now where it Is confined to one 
small colony of natives.

The wonderful trade enjoyed by 
Glasgow In distant lands owes Its suc- 
cess to the thousands of steam and 
sailing vessels which enter every port 
in the world laden with Scotch and 
English made goods. Glasgow's : t'lir 
ect steamship linos give its exporters 
and manufacturers tlio cheapest and 
most direct transportation between the 
local factories and all foreign markets. 
This is an advantage which the Uni- 
ted States manufacturers do not en- 
joy, and they will never be on an equal 
footing with their foreign competitors 
until a merchant marine of its own 
is secured. The foreign manufacturer 
does not fear competition from the 
American rival so long as he has the 
advantage of thousands of passenger 
and cargo steamers on his side, and 
his commercial competitors are with- 
out the means of meeting him in the 
distant ports and markets of the world. 
1 For the twelve months ending June 
SO, 1906, 1913 vessels (1849 steam and 
•64 sailing), of 3,320,328 tons sailed out 
of Glasgow, the following being the 
principal destinations, with tonnage: 
Africa, 350,941; British North America 
361,593; United States, 493,263; South 
America, 404,392; Australia and New 
Zealand, 148,301; China and Japan, 
199,221; France, 208,845; India, 472,888; 
Italy, 202,822, and Spain, 157.015. 

Not a vessel entered the harbor dur- 
ing the year 1906 flying the flag of 
the United States. The records for 
six years past disclose -.tins astonishing 
fact that while 1130 loaded ships sailed 
from Glasgow to the United States, 
every one of them carried a foreign 
flag. Tlie local market valuo of the 
goods carried on these vessels to the 
United States in the six years amount- 
ed to $37,016,949.

> Sir, — Your correspondent, upon what !s 
aptly termed, a 'Travesty of Justice." calls 
attention to a subject of far reaching Im- 
portance to ail classes of tills and other 
communities.

Railway Committees Report 
Bill of Lading— Royal 
City Trade 



on 



One nf tho most lengthy meetings of the 
council of the board of trade on record was 
lield yesterday morning. A large amount 
of business was disposed of, matters of tho 
greatest Importance being discussed. The 
session was called ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of discussing the report of the railway 
committee on t ho draft of the proposed 
bill of lading, Imt if by no means eonflncd 
its" attention to tho consideration . of this 
one question. The reduction of railway 
faros between this city and the Atlantic 
seaboard was considered and notification 
wan received from E. .1. Cojrlc, general pas- 
senger agent of the I'. 1". It., to the effect 
that a cheap rate had Ibeen. arranged. The 
Improvement of the facilities for the handl- 
ing of freight between this city and New 
Westminster was discussed and tile boun- 
daries of the county also came In for some 
attention.. Other matters were also dealt 
With. 

The consideration of the report of too 
railway committee on the draft of the pro- 
piucd bill of lading, with one or two small 
amendments, and the secretary was order- 
ed to at once forward it as amended to 
the secretary of the railway commission of 
Caiada at Ottawa. The bill will come up 
for consideration in the House iu May. and 
notice has been given that no communica- 
tions relative to It will he received a.ior 
May 1. Conse inently the board is making 
all possible huiite in submitting its opinions 
on the matter. The secretary will forward 
the report today. 

On the whole, the report Is decidedly op- 
posed to the draft, which it is claimed is 
outrageously in favor of the railway com- 
panies as opposed to the merchants and 
shippers, it is proposed to exempt rail- 
way companies from all responsibility for 
damage done to g-.ods in transit from al- 
most every. possible cause, and in case of 
destruction of the imrehuudise it is pro- 
posed to give to the railways the right to 
bold u]i the Insurance for pU rates or the 
golds destroyed before it is paid to the 
merchants. It is expected that equally 
st.'ong representations will be made by 
the boarii", of all other Canadian cities. 

As to the betterment of communication 
between this port and Now Westminster, 
the .secretary reported' having interviewed 
Copt. Troup, who had Informed him that 
the steamer Ulthet had been placed" on the 
run, and would throughout the summer, 
make two trips n week. She will leave 
this port on Tuesdays and Fridays. Capt. 
Troup stated that the continuation of the 
service during the winter depended entire- 
ly oil the merchants themselves, if the 
trade between the two ports grows and, at 
the cud Of the summer, warrants a contin- 
uation, it Will be kept up. If. however, 
the business is as small as it is at the 
present time, the run will lie cut down to 
one vessel again — indeed, the captain even 
intimated that should tho trade between 
the two cities be nut any greater at the 
end of the summer than it is now, no vessel 
at all might be ran through the winter. 

This being the ease, the council stated 
its wish of calling to the attention of all 
merchants who wish to see the route be- 
tween thin city and New Westminster kept 
open, the necessity nf keen exertion during 
the summer towards working up n good 
business in the Royal City, so that tho 
vessels miu'lit have plenty of freight. 

Notification wa.s received to the effect 
that a special committee of the New West- 
minster Hoard of Trade bad been appointed 
to look after the 'Royal City end of the 
matter. 

The move which is being taken in the 
House at the present time for the alteration 
of the boundaries of the county of Victoria 
•came In for considerable consideration, and 
the importance of preventing any curtail- 
ment uf the present limits was emphasized 
A special committee was appointed to wait 
upon the Attorney-General in reference to 
tills mailer. 

N'otincation was received from iBt J. 
C'oyle to the effect that after April 20th 
tho passenger rate from the Atlantic fion- 
bonrd to Victoria would, for the benefit of 
iCMilgrnnts, lie reduced by the sum of 
511. IS, At the present time It costs $52 
to travel from Montreal to this city. When 
the new raies come Into effect this will 
be reduced to $.10.85, 

A special committee wns appointed to 
look Into the passenger rales from Montreal 
to Winnipeg and lo compare them with 
three Which have been granted by the 
C. P. It. to this city. 

The secretary reported having interview-

Dr. Torv. the representative of Mc- 
Gill university, arrived In tho city 
from Montreal yesterday. Part of the 
business that has brought the doctor 
from the cast this your is the request 
made for tho admission of the local 
high school to the shelter of tho aegis 
of tho Royal Institution for the Ad- 
vancement of Learning, and he states 
that whilo in the province ho will 
also, in company with other official: 
of tho university, who will follow ln.t 
or, look into 'the facilities Tor the 
establishment fo a school of mining 
in tho interior of this province. 

As to' tho establishment of the local 
high school on the same basis as th 
Vancouver institution as a college of 
the university, Dr. Tory stated that h 
rlid not believe there would be, in view 
of the fact that the Royal Institution 
had already approved of tho stop, the 
slightest hesitation on the part of the 
authorities in granting the required 
standtr 

He pointed out that before the high 
school could be taken over by the 
Royal Institute it would be necessar; 
that some slight amendment shoulc 
bo made to the act by which that 
body was established la 
act as originally drafted having made 
provision for only one college — that a 
Vancouver. Tho move for tho noces 
sary amendment would In all proba 
billty be made in tho house, and once 
It had been passed, the way would 
be clear for the establishment of Vic- 
toria high school on the same foot- 
ing as Vancouver college. 

Dr. Tory showed that in granting 
affiliation for half of the arts and one 
year of tho engineering courses to tho 
provincial institutions of learning, Mc- 
G ill was creating for British Columbia 
what it had not before possessed — a 
student constituency. The creation 
of such a constituency would naturally 
soon mako it necessary to give the 
full university courso in this prov- 
ince. 

"Before tho arrangement made pos- 
sible by the establishment of the Royal 
Institution came into effect," ho 
said, "there was very little in tho way 
of higher education open to the gen- 
eral run of students of this province. 
Only the children of the rich cor. Id 
go east to attend the universities 
there. At Montreal we had some stu- 
dents from this province, and Toronto 
also had a few. Now we have at 
Vancouver -IS students alone, and once 
tho arrangements with the local high 
school arc complete there will prob- 
ably be a goodly number bore too." 

The doctor stated that while some 
of those who went up to the second 
year at Vancouver, college went back 
to the university and completed their 
course, the majority of them merely 
took the course with a view to taking 
out a teacher's certificate and per- 
haps finishing their education at a 
later date. He emphasized the fact 
that there should be nothing in tho 
way of rivalry between this city and 
Vancouver in mutters educational. 
Vancouver commands the students from | 
the mainland, while Victoria will na- j 
turally get those from the island. The 
school boards of the two cities should 
work in co-operation and not in riv- 
alry. 

Questioned with regard to the pro- 
posed provincial university, Dr. Tory 
staled that McGill had always taken 
the ground that the question belonged 
solely to the province. 

"When the time Is ripe for such a 
step," he said, "wo shall bo perfectly 
satisfied to sec it taken. We are here 
on the invitation of your board of edu- 
cation to co-operate and not to dom- 
inate." 

The doctor pointed out thai In the 
meantime, while McGill maintained 
her connection with local institutions' 
of learning, a largo staff of teachers 
wore being trained, which would bo 
at the disposal of the provincial uni- 
versity when It should be founded. 

"Will tho present high school build- 
ing be large enough to accommodate 
the students under the new regime'.'" 
TJr. Tory was askod. 

"Well, as to that, It's Impossible to 
say anything at the present time," 
was the reply. "We can't tell until 
We know what sort of classes wo are 
to have. Of course we can find thai 
out in a few weeks, and judging from 
what I know at present, I should im- 
agine that the building would be largo 
enough."

tho matter both to the Royal Institu- 
tion and to tho authorities of the uni- 
versity." 

Tho investigation wa.s being carried 
out at tho request of the Royal In- 
stitution nnd was aimed to ascertain 
tho advisability of establishing a 
school where practical education in 
mining engineering might be given, 
at some point in this province. 

"Where tho Royal Institution is like- 
ly to decide to establish it, I cannot 
say," he replied when questioned as 
to location, "but probably It wjll be 
at some centre In tho upper country." 

The doctor staled that should such 
a school be established it too would 
bo conducted under tho management 
n f the Royal Institution. 

Dr. Tory spoke with the greatest re- 
gret of the heavy losses sustained by 
the university in the destruction of 
tho medical and engineering buildings 
He stated -that from the peculiar . cir- 
cumstances surrounding the fires, and 
especially from the fact that at the 
time when that In tho medical build- 
ing occurred, no fires were burning In 
the building and tho electric light bad 
boon cut off, he was led to believe 
that tho fires might have been of in- 
cendiary origin. 

Ho could, however, offer no sugges- 
tions as to who could have been re- 
sponsible for the deed. Heavy as 
was tho loss, it wa.s not, ho said, irre- 
parable, nnd luckily none of tho appli- 
ances destroyed were of such a nature 
that their loss would hamper the con- 
duct of the regular classes. The doc- 
tor stated that two days 'after tho fire 
at the engineering building tho wo fit 
of reconstruction had begun and he 
had no doubt but that matters would 
bo rushed just as quickly with tho 
medical block-.

"To answer this cynical critic, to 
see what vvc can really do to advance 
the object we have at heart, let us aak 
ourselves how it is that wars begin. 
We have all seen tho phenomena. 
Some differences arise between two 
nations. Each nation has what it 
thinks a good case, but each nation 
thinks only of itself, and takes little 
trouble to understand the case on the 
other side. 

"Tho newspapers throw themselves 
into the fray; They embitter feelings 
not only by denouncing tho other side, 
but by dwelling only on their own 
case and entirely neglecting to state 
tho case of the other nation. Every 
angry or spiteful thing that Is said 
by tho newspapers of the other coun- 
try is repprted, Everything that tends 
to mitigate passion is omitted. In 
this respect there Is not a pin to 
choose between the newspapers of al! 
tho countries. Tho value of the ob- 
ject at stake is exaggerated, and each 
nation is told that Its honor is in- 
volved In fighting for Its own views. 
Thus tlie bulk of the people are lashed 
Into fury. The wolves arc masters 
of tlje field, and not a few of the sheep 
who bad In quiet times professed their 
devotion to peace, the suddenly turned 
into wolves. The governments think 
that tho people want to fight, and 
thus war is declared. Now who is 
to blame for this? Is it the govern- 
ments '.' No doubt they sometimes 
show a want of firmness in resisting 
popular passion, but they say, and 
often with truth, that it is tho popular 
fooling that pushes them Into war. Or, 
is the fault with tho newspapers? Wo 
all know that the newspapers fan the 
flame and spread It. But what 
is tho motive? They want to please 
the public. They believe the public 
likes to have Its passions aroused. 
The press is what the people make it. 
The blame after all rests with the 
people themselves, who lose their head 
under excitement. They can resist 
everything except temptation." 
Mr. Bryce in conclusion recom- 



"I have no sympathy with the strik- 
ers," remarked William Whyte, second 
vice-president of the C. P. R., in dis- 
cussing tho strike of the coal minors 
In tho Crow's Nest Pass district yes- 
terday. "Their action in going out 
without regard to tho pending refer- 
once to a conciliation board now be- 
ing appointed, and which they applied 
for, is entirely unwarranted. I be- 
lieve if the men have grievances they 
should bo remedied, but I think that 
in this instance they have assumed 
an arbitrary attitude that will gain 
them little support. Tho provisions 
of tho Lemieux act, which was framed 
to adjust the troubles between tho 
miners and the operators, should bo 
enforced, and I think tho occasion 
calls for government interference." 

Mr. Whyte made' a close study of 
the conditions in the mining districts 
of British Columbia and Alberta. ' 

"Tho strike will entail untold hard- 
ship in many quarters," ho continued 
"and after recent experiences ft is par- 
ticularly unfortunate that the miners 
have scon fit to walk out. They will 
alienate the sympathy of even their 
staunchest friends, and I for one, 
heartily disapprove of their action.

n& Si, S wlt '\ a reporter last night, a retired factor of tho Hudson's 
uay Company told some interesting things about tho Indians of the 
car Worth and the remarkable customs of their medicine men— tho 
doctors of the wilderness. 

"When an Arctic Indian has a fever or gets rheumatism— that's 
tnq commonest thing that ails an Indian— the medicine man is likely 
to make him take a sweat-bath' that lasts all night. No white man 
can stand it, I think. They pilestones In a hole in tho ground and heat 
them almost vhitehot. Then they cover the hole all over with a thick 
screen of blankets, and the medicine man says charms about it and 
pours m about a barrel of water in which certain herbs and barks 
have been steeped. Mr. ^lek Indian has to sit half way into that hole 
tor six or seven or ten hours— depends on what's tho matter with 
him. Then he steps out Into the cool morning air, with tho ther- 
mometer down (o about 38 below, and hustles for his shack. Ho is 
woak, but he's a whole lot better, always." 

"There's one thing that never troubles an Indian up there In the 
polar reservation, though," continued the old trader. "Ho never 
catches cold. The chiefs used to tell me I caught cold because I 
breathed too much through my mouth— vou know how hard It is to 
trot a full breath through your nose in the Icy air of a Canada morn- 
ing. Hut an Indian always breathes through his nose, and he cer- 
lalnly doesn t ever know what a cold or a. cough fools like." 

A local physician who was present at the interview gave it as his 
opinion that mouth-breathing Is the cause of a largo proportion of the 
coughs and colds which afflict civilized people. If the average man 
pr woman, at tho first hint of a cold, either in the head or on the 
lungs, would take ordinary precautions and a leaf out of tho Indian's 
book, there would be fewer cases of pneumonia and consumption.

NEWFOUNDLAND BAIT ACT. 

Test Case Under Consideration in 
Supreme Court. 

St. John's Nfid., April 17.— Tho Su- 
preme court yesterday resumed con- 
sideration of the appeal by tho Bay 
of Islands fishermen from the penalty 
of $500, or the alternative of serving 
three months in prison, imposed in 
November by a magistrate at Bay of 
Islands upon their being convicted of 
working on the American schooner 
Ralph Hall during tho herring fishing 
season. The magistrate ruled that 
such work wns contrary to tho pro- 
visions of tho Colonial Bait Act. 

In February when tho case was ap- 
pealed the Supremo Court sent a com- 
mission to Boston and Gloucester to 
take testimony as to the terms under 
which the men wore hired and this 
was read in court. 

Sir James Winter, who at different 
times has been premier, attorney-gen- 
eral and Supremo court judge, appear- 
ed for the fishermen. Sir James Winter 
withdrew tho former plea that the 
fishermen wero entitled to rank as in- 
habitants of the United States and on- 
joyed all privileges under the treaty 
of ISIS, and claimed they -were hired 
servants of American fishermen en- 
titled under the treaty to fish. 

It is understood that Sir James was 
retained by Americans interested In 
the case, and that tho previous plea 
of the appellants was withdrawn at 
their direction. Tho new feature of 
the situation has created much Inter- 
est hero.

SPEAKS^ ON COAL 



Interesting Address by G. G. S. 
Lindsey Before the Cana- 
dian Club at Calgary 



Tt'i 



Mr. Llndsey's fame as a. public speaker 
preceded him to Calgary and last week the 
Canadian club or that city took advantage 
or his presence to have lilni address tlicni 
nt a luncheon oil the subject or "The Coal 
Resources or Canada." 

The following report of iiis speech was 
published by the Herald: 

G. C, Lindsay, managing director anil 
vice-president or the Crow's Nest I'nss Coai 
Co., tlio speaker or the day, gave a most 
Ji::en st ing address or twenty minutes, on 
the "L'oiil Resources or Canada," his re- 
marks being noticeable for the Immense 
amount of Information, entirely new to 
those present, which he compressed Into 
the short spacu «f time limited to tin; sub- 
ject, yet covering the ground so lucidly as 
to make the whole situation clear to every- 
one. 

The consideration; Mr. Lindsey said of 
Caaada's two great coal sections, those or 
the Atlantic coast and the great west, who 
tlie men were, who take out the coal, how 
i hey do-it and what becomes of.it was'.a 
tremendous subject. 

The difference in the quality or the coal 
was a greit element, in the business. Iri 
Western -Alberta, B. C, and islands of the 
1'iislfle, the whole country was underlaid 
with coal, and west or tho 'Itocklcs the host 
bltu:nlucus coal was found. The basic 
principle governing the. quality or tlie coal 
was the fixed carbon of which it was com- 
posed. The question or heat, and pressure 
in the formation ot* coal governs ids quality. 

Mr. Lindsey then described the different 
Disfhrxis of attacking coal seams, which he 
said lay in the earth in all kinds of differ- 
ent ways. At Frank one of the seams was 
praelieally standing up on end. The seams 
vary In different ways so that there are 
two ways of mining, viz: by drifting and 
Bin.ting shafts. The bulk of operations on: 
west were by drifting which was again 
divided Into the pillar and stall system and 
the long wall system, By drifting four 
main avenues were put into (he mountain 
and then rooms were branched off these 
avenues. Some idea of the size of these 
underground workings could be gained 
from the fact that after eight years or 
work on their No. 2 seam at Coal (.'reek, 
th".-i Has almost an underground city as 
big as older Calgary- it was at. least two 
miles from the mouth of Hie tunnels to the 
. end ot them at Coal Creel.-. 

The question of ventilation was also an 
Important one. According to law, each man 
In the mine must have 1,000 cubic inches 
per minute. With their great enemy, the 
gas, present, the ventilation had to be 
perfect; great: exhaust fans' on the Inside 
were operated. Two per cent or this gas 
aad OS per cent of air was enough, wit' 
Ignition, to ease ah explosion, as witnes 
the awful explosion of HH)2, when 1110 wools 
perished at their mines, These were some 
or the difficulties which had to be contend- 
ed against. Then lumbering the mine was 
expensive; cum'pYossed ' air locomotives' to 
haul coal from the mines were used, as 
ol-vMicity was dangerous. Then It, was 
taken by electric motor to the tipple, which 
in their case, slrctclied !>"IU feet across the 
valley, all of steel. 

Then the coal went through the various 
processes; screening, picking, loading -and 
so r.n. They look only ten inlnutin to load 
a (0-ton ear. and as they mine 4,000 tons of 
coal dally this meant that every day 133 
flO-'.on cars were loaded. K\ 
to go like clockwork, as a hitch 111 any on 
thing nioant a stoppage or the whole plant, 
from the coal In tlie mountain to the ear. 
When these facts and figures arc consider- 
ed it would be to some extent realized what 
was coming out of the centre i>r the earth.

Mrs. Holman 
then details her struggle following the 
death of her first husbanA In her ef- 
forts to properly rear her two chil- 
dren, and says her daughter first posed 
for an artist named Storm of Phila- 
i| dolphin, who met Evelyn at a summer 
*j resort when a little girl. 
^| "Florence," she says, "was in love 
with the stage." Siie did everything 
to discourage her but it was useless. 
The story of Florence's first meeting 
with Stanford 'White, she says, Is sub- 
stantially as told by her upon the wit- 
ness stand. 

When ' Florence returned, she told 
tier mother she had met "The grand- 
est man," and later when Mr. White 
sent for her she went to bis office. 

Mr. 'White, she says, warned her 
specifically against several young men 
rythlng had | with whom Florence had become ac- 
quainted, but did not refer to Thaw. 
-Mr. White's words and actions were 
tlie personification of whole-hearted, 
disinterested generosity, Mrs. Holman 
says, and if ever a woman reposed im- 
plicit confidence in a man, she says 
she diil in him. 

Mrs. Holman then asserts that if 
Florence underwent the experience 
that is said to have befallen her, she 
did not take her into her confidence 
Continuing, she says — "Had she told 
me what she told tlie Thaw jury, it 
would not have been necessary for 
Harry Thaw to kill Stanford AVhlte. 
I would have done it myself." 

Speaking of the European trip, Mrs. 
Holman says: "Every detail of the 
trip was and Is a nightmare to me. 
Mr. Thaw joined us in Paris. Plot 
enee and I shared the same apartments 
Mr. Thaw had apartments to himself. 
There was no pleasure in the tour for 
me. The things which appealed to 
Florence and Mr. Thaw in Paris did 
not appeal to me. Florence testified 
that wo quarreled fequently while In 
Paris. These disagreements were 
caused by my protests at visits to 
various restaurants." 

In closing Mrs. Holman said: "I 
solemnly' affirm (hat my love for my 
daughter is as docp and intense as it 
was when I first held her hi my arms 
a. helpless babe. Regardless of all that 
has transpired, my affection Is unal- 
tered. The door of my homo is open 
to her and will open wide to her light- 
est tup today, tomorrow, and always 
while I live."

Mr. Moore stated that the shortage 
of labor had affected his business to 
the extent of destroying the trade in 
muriatic acid to the south of the line.

Now, 
however, the price of producing the 
acid lias become so high owing to the 
increased cost of labor that wo are 
quite enablo to compete witli the 
factories on the oilier side of the line." 

Mr. Moore stated that his firm was 
forced to purchase all its iron castings 
and such other material In the east 
and England, owing to tile high price 
of the local product. 

Mr. Bullen — "How long would It take 
you to got a casting from the Old 
Country ?"

Of course you 
know the reason.' 

Production of Coppor 
Mr. Moore stated that In his opin- 
ion the shortage of labor would in the 
end have the effect of interfering with 
the production of copper in the prov- 
ince, "wo are all making copper in 
this province," said lie. "and when 
the copper output is interfered with 
it Will mean that the interests of the 
whole province will bo effected. 

Capt. Wm. Grant threw some light 
on tlie subject from the standpoint of 
the ship owners and cannery men.

Bros, of Seattle. Wc pay almost 
actly the same wages and work our 
men under the same conditions 
they." 

Mr. Bullin testified that it was Im- 
possible for him to get nil the labor 
lie wanted, and that on this account 
he had been forced to turn away nun 
drcds of thousands of dollars' worth 
of business. 

Questioned as to British competitors, 
Mr. Bullen stated that he was Quite 
unable to successfully cope with It. 
Ships Free of Duty 
"They can build over there much 
more cheaply than we can possibly 
hope to, and moreover, they are allow- 
ed to send ships over here quite free 
of duty. And not only Is England al 
lowed this privilege of sending vessels 
over here free of duly: by the favored 
nations clause of the customs regu- 
lations, Italy, Austria-Hungary, Bel- 
gium and Germany are all on tlie same 
footing." 

Mr. Bullen stated that only recently 
he had been forced to refuse the of- 
fered tender for the building of the 
proposed new steamship for the C. P. 
R. local service. Tlie C. P. R., he said, 
would have given the contract In this 
city if it could have found takers, in- 
asmuch as it was Its pollcv to do all 
ship-building possible in this country.

Questioned as to what remedy ho 
would suggest for the present unsatis- 
factory state of affairs, Mr. Bullen 
stated that ho really had none to sug- 
gest Ho thought that assisted Immi- 
gration might do something to help 
matters out, and stated that he hlm- 
selt had brought out about forty ship- 
wrights from the East and from Kng- 
land to work in his yards. In some 
cases he had paid the fares, while In 
others the men had paid their own. 
When they arrived here manv of them 
into touch with tlie strikers and 
to leave.

Mill Man's Evidence 

The afternoon session yesterday 
completed the work of the labor In- 
quiry committee of the board of trade. 
But one wdtness, A. Gonnason, of the 
Capital Planing Mills gave evidence. 
Mr. Gonnason dealt with the shortage 
question from the; standpoint of the 
mill man, pointing out that Indirectly 
tho scarcity was the cause for the 
present high price of all mill products. 
The fact that labor was short was re- 
sponsible for the demands of the mill 
workers for Increased 1 wages, while to 
pay an Increased wage the mill own- 
ers had to put up the price of their 
produce. 

Mr. Gonnason also gave some evi- 
dence on the hours of work, and con- 
tended that any reduction of tho pres- 
ent ten hours day would mean a yet 
further increase in the price of all mill 
products, and would have the ultimate 
effect of rendering it impossible for 
tho local mills to compete in the ex- 
port trade with those on the' other side 
of the line were the ten hour day 
would still remain In force. Should 
the olght hour bill, introduced into the 
house by Mr. Mclnnls go through, Mr. 
Gonnason said it would have the ef- 
fect of sending up the price of lum- 
ber and of confining tlie local mill men 
to a purely local trade. He stated that 
there was undoubtedly a shortage of 
machine hands. He could, however, 
seo no way In which tho situation could 
lie relieved inasmuch as there ap- 
peared to be a shortage of skilled me- 
chanics all over the country. 

Mr. Amberry — Have you ever tried 
Hindus'.' 

Mr. Gonnason — I have six in my em- 
ploy now. 

Mr. Amberry — How do you find them 
as workers. 

Mr. Gonnason — Well, I have only 
had them for about two months and 
am consequently unable to say how 
they may later take to the work. At 
tho present • time I do not find them 
so good as the Chinamen. By taking 
them when very green, however, and 
training them up I imagine that they 
might prove even preferable to China- 
men. 

Prefers Scandinavians 

Asked as to how he could get alonr; 
in his business with white men alone 
Mr. Gonnason stated that If only 
white men Could be had there could 
lie no doubt but that matters would 
finally adjust themselves so that white 
men would be found to do tho work. 
In the United States lie stated tho 
mill work was for the most part done 
by Scandinavians. He spoke in high 
praise of these men and stated that 
)uhl a similar class be got here much 
would be done towards relieving the 
situation. 

Mr. Amberry — And why don't they 
come here. Can't they get such high 
wages as they on the other side of the 
line? 

Mr. Gonnason — Yes, I believe, that 
they could get just as high wages here. 
The point is, however, that tbey pre- 
fer to go to the United States. They 
want to live in a republic, — there is a 
certain amount of glamor about the 
name liberty, fraternity, equality and 
all that, you know. Did they know the 
true conditions here, I believe that we 
could get them to come hero just as 
readily as they get them on the other 
side of the line. 

Eicbt Hour Day 

Questioned by Mr. Pendray as to tlie 
probable effect of the eight hour law 
now before (he house,, Mr. Gonnason 
stated that it would undoubtedly have 
tho effect of raising all lumber prod- 
ucts. 

Mr. Bullen — Suppose you had no 
Chinamen and Hindus could you then 
get men to take on tlie work now done 
by these people? 

Mr. Gonnason — Yes, I suppose, we. 
could. Bul we should certainly have 
to pay more than we are now doing. 
We couldn't get even the roughest 
and lowest class of white labor for 
less than ?2 or J2.25 a day. 

Questioned as to tin.' character of 
the cheap white labor now in the prov- 
ince Mr. Gunnason stated that tho 
best was engaged by the. city. Those 
at the disposal of the mill men were 
a shiftless, and always liable to dis- 
appear after pay day, 

"When there is a shortage of labor 
such as there now Is," Inqulrlpd Mr. 
Bullen, "and tho men start to demand 



an eight hour day doesn't it look to. 
you as If they were putting in the thin 
end of the wodgo for a demand for 
overtime pay?" 

Mr. Gonnason answered that even 
though an eight hour law were passed 
It would undoubtedly necessitate tho 
getting of men to work ten hours a 
day just as they were now doing, with 
two hours overtime pay. He also In- 
timated that as soon as tho men got 
an eight hour day they would strike 
for the same pay as now ruled a ten 
hour day.

For and Against Chinamen 

H. Fleming, of Fleming Bros., who 
is largely interested in fruit farming, 
advocated the readmisston of China- 
men to this province, with the restric- 
tion, however, that they should con- 
fine their activities to certain speci- 
fied pursuits, and that they should not 
bo allowed to hold any real estate. In 
allowing Chinamen to hold real estate 
Mr. Fleming saw a grave danger. 
"There is a good deal to be said 
against the Chinamen, of course," said 
"no, "but then there is also a good deal 
to he saiil for them. As a farmer's 
help he cannot be beaten; we certain- 
ly have no class of labor hero which 
can touch him In this line. They tall; 
B.'nout assisted white Immigration, but 
T doubt very much If We could get 
any white people to do the work that 
tile Chinaman used to do." 

Mr. Bullen — The class of labor that 
von require could you keep it em- 
ployed all the year? 

Mr. Fleming — No. Our busy time 
Is from April up to the end of July, or 
August, when tlie small berries are 
picked. After that we dismiss most 



Turns Away Orders 
Andrew Gray of tlie Marine Iron 
Works said: "For some time past 1 
have been turning away orders almost 
daily. I have been unable to get tho 
labor that I required. It Is not so 
much a question of paying the wages 
demanded. The trouble is that the 
men are not in th> country to do the 
work. I might get the skilled 'labor I 
need from outside countries if I paid 
more in wages than I can get for the 
work. Of course I can't do that, and 
as things go now tlie only thing for 
me to do is to allow the work to go to 
some outside point where they have 
the necessary amount of labor." 

Mr. Paterson— Would * it be possible 
to raise the price of your goods and 
take the Increased wages out of the 
consumers? 

Mr. Gray— Yes. T might do that, but 
in tliat case all that I could do would 
be a purely, local business. I could 
not hope to branch out and do a busl- 
noss in outside points. Tt would sim- 
ply mean that I should have to confine 
mvself lo the repair shop and let. the 
manuiacturing side or the business go. 

Mr. Pendray — Where, then, is the 
work done that you lose? 

Mr. Gray — Most of it goes to Seattle. 
Some, perhaps, goes to Vancouver, but 
the majority of it goes to the American 
shops. 

Mr. Henderson— Well, if wages are 
a little higher in Seattle than here, 
and the raw" material costs the same 
laid down there as here, wherein do

payment of $115. Then he lost them 
all when some foreman got after them 
and offered a higher wage.

"that canned salmon is not a neces- 
sity. If labor goes up in price, why, 
canned salmon goes up too, and then 
of course, people wdll refuse to buy it 
any more," 

On the Fraser, ha staled, white 
women, boys and girls were being em- 
ployee! at about 25~cents an hour. This 
wage was reasonable enough, although 
it was high as compared with the 10 
cents and 12% cents an hour for 
which it had been possible to secure 
Chinamen before the head tax was im- 
posed. Mr. Deaville also pointed out 
that the cost of the fish had consider- 
ably increased. 

The Union Question ' . 

E. Dickinson, foreman of the Albion 
Stove Works, was tho first wdtness to 
be called In the afternoon. He threw 
some very interesting light on the re- 
lation of the labor unions with the 
shortage. Ho pointed out that in his 
own shop there was room for twelve 
more moulders. Orders were being 
turned away for the want of men, and 
yet the union was unable to supply 
any more. Application had' been 
made, but the only satisfaction re- 
ceived was permission to engage a 
non-union man if no union man of- 
fered, the stipulation being attached, 
however, lhat just as soon as a union 
man turned up to take the place of 
the non-union workman, the latter 
should be dismissed. On account of 
this stipulation, Mr. Dickinson said, he 
had refused positions to no fewer than 
eight non-union moulders who had 
applied for work at various times. 

Questioned as to the reason for the 
shortage of union men, Mr. Dickinson 
stated that in his opinion It was 
caused by the smallness of the number 
of apprentices allowed to a shop. One 
apprentice was allowed to one shop, 
and one more for every nine men em- 
ployed. The consequence was that 
union moulders were not being turned 
out fast enough to fill the demand. 

The point raised was regarded by 
the board as being an important one, 
and will in all probability influence 
tho report which the committee will 
base on tho evidence considered. 

Mr. Dickinson testified that the 
average wage of moulders was from 
$3. 7", to $4.50 a day. He complained 
of tlie number of "hobo" workmen who 
are traveling around the country at 
the present time— that is. workmen 
who will take a position for a few 
days and then quit. Tho reason for 
the largo increase in the numbers of 
these wanderers was, in his opinion, to 
be sought in the abundance of work, 
which renders the workmen independ- 
ent, knowing thai they can get em- 
ployment wherever they go. 



Mr. Bullen— If labor could be got do frorn the United States than we do 
you think that the farmers would cm-| frorn ,],e Old Country, because we can 
ploy their men clearing land during ■ R from tncrp mor0 quickly than 



tho winter when there is no other 
work to be done? » 

Mr. Fleming — i certainly do. Wo 
can very easily clear land in British 
Columbia during the winter. A I pres- 
ent nothing is being done in this di- 
rection, but if \\o could get men we 
should certainly go ahead and §le»r 
much more land. 

Mr. Fleming, stated that it was his 
belief that just as soon as the coming 
berry season was in full swing the 
Chinese pickers would Immediately 
strike for another increase In pay. 
Things were hound to roach a limit 
some time and so far as he could see 
they had about reached it now. 

At tlie present time, he said, all 
Chinamen, whether used to the work 
or not, demanded $.17 a month and 
would work for nothing less. 

The Biscuit Business 

Mr. Fleming was followed by M. P.. 
Smith, who threw some light. o:i Ihe 
question from the standpoint, of the 
biscuit manufacturers. He testified 
that so far as his business was con- 
cerned he found It possible to get 
skilled men on payment of a higher 
wage than had been tho case In the 
past. 

"How about raw material?" In- 
quired Mr. Amberry. "Do you have 
to pay more or less than they pay in 
the East?" 

"More In every case," was the repiy. 
"Our labor costs mora, our raw ma-

Mr. Gray stated lhat, so far as ho 
had been able lo ascertain, laborers, 
although they might get 25 cents a 
day more in Seattle than they did 
here, had to work- much harder on the 
American side. It was suggested that 
the difference in the speed with which 
work was carried on in the two cities 
might account for the advantage which 
Seattlv shops were alleged to have 
over those of this city. 

"So far as I can see," remarked Aid. 
Henderson, "it appears to me that tlie 

only way nut of the difficulty is for, 
us over here to pay our laborers 50 
cents lo ?1 extra a 'id make them work 
that much harder." 

And this' appeared lo be the gist of 
the whole matter. 

Mr. Gray, however, could not seo 
how. if he' were to pay higher wages, 
he could still keep in ihe business.

FIGHTING THE WHITE PLAGUE 

Many in Victoria luul throughout tlie pro- 
vince will be Interested hi the report of the 
Aiill-Tuherculosls Society of Ottawa, an re- 
ported In the Journal of recent date, an 
follows:

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS 

Victoria Meteorological Office, April lOtb 
to 16th, 1007. 
The weather during this week was for 
the most part fulr and in this vicinity there 
was n daily average of bright sunshine of 
ov->r seven hours and a very light rainfall, 
while on the lower mainland light rains 
occurred only upon two days, During- the 
llrst portion of the week there wan a ten- 
dency for the high barometer areas from 
the Fac:ilc to spread inland across thin 
province to the Rockies' instead of to the 
southward, which is the normal course at 
this season of the year. These Conditions 
have, therefore, caused considerable fair, 
dry weather and northerly winds over the 
North Pacific slope, and on 'Fridny the 12th, 
tho temperature exceeded 00 degrees on 
the lower mainland and reached 70 in the 
Kootency district.

The countess was a Russian, 27 
years old and was possessed of consid- 
erable beauty. She was married two 
years ago against the wishes of her 
parents to tho Count de Jotcmps.
